NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP) 
After more than a year of confer- 
ence sharpened by many bitter 
disputes between Russia and the 
western powers, the Big Four for-

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Dec. 6 
(AP)—Soviet Foreign Minister V. 
M. Molotov today accepted an 
American provision for early es- 
tablishment of international con- 
trol for atomic energy and “other 
modern technological discoveries” 
to insure their use for peaceful 
puropses only. 

The proposal, put forward as an 
amendment yesterday by Senator 
Tom Connally (Dem.), Texas, in 
the United Nations drafting sub- 
committee debate on arms reduc- 
tion, was described by Molotov as 
meeting “the wishes of all of us.” 

It had been feared in some quar- 
ters that United States insistence 
on also establishing controls over 
the use of atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes would snag the 
discussions. 

The Russian decision in effect 
represented an easing of its pre- 
vious insistence that atomic weap- 
ons should be outlawed immedi- 
ately in contrast to the American 
view that any such step should be 
part of a general atomic control 
plan. 

The 20-nation drafting sub-com- 


mittee laid the foundatien for-the} 


arms limitation’ program yester- 
day by agreeing unanimously on 
the general principles of proce- 
dure to be followed in launching 
the program. 

“The Soviet Union is anxious to 
adopt a clear-cut and simple pro- 
posal for outlawing atomic weap- 
ons and let the Security Council 
consider it in detail,” Molotov de- 


 elared. 


Sir Hartley Shawcross, chief 
British delegate, objected to Molo- 
tov’s proposal for setting up a 
convention to outlaw atomic weap- 
ons and leaving other “so-called 
details” to the Security Council. 

Shawcross stressed that he could 
not agree to leave “points of sub- 
stance even though called details” 
open to the veto in the Council. 


“Molotov is saying in effect that 
you want a whisky and soda. All 


‘the whisky to the Security Coun- 
cil.” 

The provision for expediting a 
draft convention for prohibition 
of atomic weapons and all other 
weapons of mass destruction was 
unanimously adopted. The con- 
vention would also call for setting 
up an adequate system of interna- 
tional control and inspection. 

The decision was taken after 
Molotov declared that the Soviet 
Union never asked for control] un- 
der the veto.

Final agreement on outstanding 
issues was not reached, however, 
until Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes had reluctantly accepted a 
proposal that Italy pay a total of 
$360,000,000 in reparations—$35,- 
000,000 more than the Paris peace 
conference had recommended. He 
also agreed that Bulgaria’s assess- 
ment should be decreased $65,000,- 
000 from the $135,000,000 favored 
at Paris. 

Byrnes won in return agreement 
by Molotov to write into the Bal- 
kan treaties the principle of free- 
dom of navigation for the Danube. 
The Big Four then decided to 


issue, outside the treaties, a call 
for an international conference 
within six months after the Bal- 
kan treaties become effective to 


create a navigation authority for 
the river, 
Only Minor Issues Left. 

In a session scheduled for late 
today the ministers expected to 
clean up a number of relatively 
minor unsettled points and to act 
on a report from their naval com- 
mittee presumably concerning the 
distribution of the Italian fleet 
among Italy and the victorious 
Allied powers. 

The last points of dispute of any 
consequence were swept away at 
a meeting last night, As a result, 
diplomats predicted the treaties 
for Italy, Romania, Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary and Finland would be finally 
completed not later than Saturday 
afternoon. The Big Four then are 
expected to move on to a prelimi- 
nary discussion of a German 
settlement Monday.

Public Hearing Wednesday. 

A public hearing on the question 
is set for 2 p.m. next Wednesday, 
but Alderman George N. Daugh- 
erty of the Twenty-sixth Ward, 
author of the repeal bill, said to- 
day all opponents of daylight sav- 
ing would not be able to appear at 
that hour. He urged a public ref- 
erendum.

At the close of 
the season, Alderman Louis "ange, 
who sponsored the ordinance 
said he had. received numerous 
complaints about it and would 
probably vote for the repealer.

CITY SUPPORTS 
ST. LOUIS ENTRY 
PLAN OF SANTA FE 


Asserts That Gains to 
Public Will Outweigh 
Possible Loss to Object- 
ing Railroads, 


Backed by the last minute sup- 
port of the City of St. Louis in 
its fight to enter this gateway, 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
railway resumed today the, pre- 
sentation of rebuttal testimony, 


answering opposition to its plan, 
at the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission hearing at City Hall. 

The hearing is nearing its end 
after 20 days of testimony by 180 
witnesses who have poured nearly 
850,000 words into the record. At- 
torneys indicated they would wind 
up their presentation today. 

The city’s position, presented 
late yesterday by City Counselor 
George L. Stemmler, is that the 
entry of the Santa Fe “will be in 
the public interest,” by providing 
the city with additional and im- 
proved ‘service to and from the 
Southwest. 

“In taking this position,” 
Stemmler declared, “we are not: 
unmindful of the possible loss of 
some revenue to the protesting 
carriers if the Santa Fe is per- 
mitted to enter St. Louis, but we 
believe the over-all gains to the 
general public will far outweigh 
any such losses.” — 

The City Counselor presented, 
the statement after the railroads, 
motor freight carriers and labor 
groups opposing the application 
rested their case. He said the city 
had intervened in the proceeding 
without taking a definite position 
in the controversy in advance of 
the hearing, preferring to wait 
until it had heard both sides. 

Stemmler was not permitted to 
read the entire statement on the 
city’s position. ICC Examiner C. 
E. Boles sustained an objection 
by counsel for the protesting rail- 
roads that parts of it were argu- 
mentative. Boles. said the state- 
ments ruled out could be pre- 
sented by the city in a brief.

AS RESULT OF

Release of Workers to 
Start Sunday — More 
Plants Let 
Go as Supplies of Raw 
Materials Dwindle.

About 1000 of the 4500 employes 
of the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion will be laid off, starting Sun- 
day, as a result of the freight em- 
bargo which went into effect to- 
day, Ira Davis, general superin- 
tendent, announced. 

Plant managers of numerous in- 
dustries were studying effects of 
the embargo and the coal shortage 
to learn how long they could con- 
tinue operating with raw materials 
largely cut off and finished prod- 
ucts on their hands, 

Among those to be laid off by 
the Terminal, Davis said, would 
be gatemen, red caps, trainmen, 
enginemen, yard masters and me- 
chanics. Roughly a third of the 
working force will be laid off, 
Davis said, with red caps and 
gatemen the first to quit work on 
Sunday. Other layoffs will follow 
on Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. 

About 200 employes, most of 
them trainmen and shop workers, 
were laid off today by the St. 
Louis-San Francisco Railroad. 
More layoffs were expected as 
freight traffic falls off. 

The Missouri Pacific, Wabash 
and New York Central also re- 
ported train crews were being laid 
off as freight traffic drops. 

About 400 of 1000 employes were 
laid off today by the Lincoln En- 
gineering Co., 5730 Natural Bridge 
avenue, manufacturers of lubricat- 
ing equipment, because of a short- 
age of parts from suppliers, The 
firm hoped to resume production 
Monday. 

Because of the freight embargo, 
the John Arthur Shoe Co., 2655 
Sidney street, announced it had 
laid off its entire force of 100 
employes. The firm, which manu- 
factures infants’ shoes, said it was 
unable to ship its products out 


féct this morning. 

The Hussmann-Ligonier Co., re- 
frigerator manufacturer at 2401 
North Leffingwell avenue, laid off 
175 of its 1200 employes today. 
Production was cut about 10 per 
cent because suppliers of parts 
were unable to get coal and had 
to reduce — production, a 
spokesman . 

Emergon Electric Co. reported 
a “few departments” operating on 
a six-day week had been cut back 
to five days as a result of material 
shortages. The plant normally op- 
erates on a five-day week. No 
employes were laid off. 

The Curtis Manufacturing Co., 
1905 Kienlien avenue, Wellston, 
which makes air compressors, re- 
ported it had reduced one depart- 
ment in its foundry to a half- 
time basis because of a lack of 
coal. About 100 employes in the 
department are now working three 
days a week instead of the usual 
six. Operations are expected to 
be curtailed further in the next 
few days, a spokesman said, The 
plant employs about 500 persons. 

The Koppers Co., Inc., of Gran- 
ite City, reduced its coke produc- 
tion to 35 per cent of capacity be- 
cause of inability to get more coal 
and that, in turn, forced a reduc- 
tion of 50 per cent in pig iron 
production, a spokesman said. 
None of the plant’s 550 employes 
was laid off. 

The General Steel Castings Corp. 
of Granite City, which laid off 500 
of its 4300 employes earlier in the 
week when its natural gas supply 
was reduced, reported 300 em- 
ployes still laid off today but the 
plant hoped to operate fully by 
Monday. 

James. Starnes, secretary-mana- 
er of the East Side Associated 
ndustries, said heavy industrial 
plants in the area expected to feel 
the full effects of the freight em- 
bargo by Monday. Shipment of

000 workers would be idle by New 
Year’s if the coal strike con-

Sgt. L. M. Chilson Helped 
Capture 243 Others— 
‘Most Remarkable List 
of Citations,’ President 
Says. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (UP)— 


President Truman bestowed seven 
combat decorations today on for- 
rier Tech, Sgt. Llewellyn M. Chil- 
son, the one-man army who killed 
68 Germans and helped capture 
248 others in five heroic months 
of front-line action. 

At the same ceremony, Truman 
bestowed the Medal of Honor on 
a marine aviator, First Lt. Jeffer- 
son J. de Blanc of St. Martins- 
ville, La. for shooting down five 
Japanese planes in a battle off 
the Solomon islands. 

The Army said the decorations 
for Chilson were the largest num- 
ber ever presented to one man at 
one time. It also was one of the 
few timeg a President ever has 
personally presented to an enlist- 
ed man a combat decoration of 
lesser rank than the Medal of 
Honor, 

Chilson was this long getting 
the awards because his exploits 
were so unusual that the Army 
spent 18 months making sure they 
actually happened, 

President Truman, reading Chil- 
son's seven citations, said: “This 
is the most remarkable list of cita- 
tions I have ever seen. For &any- 
one of these, this young man is 
entitled to all the country hag to 
offer. 

“These ought to be worth a 
Medal of Honor—that’s what I 
think about it.” 

Chilson wag turned down for 
the Medal of Honor, The Army 
gave no explanation. 

Truman pinned on him the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross with two 
Clusters, the Silver Star with one 
Cluster, the Legion of Merit and 
the Bronze Star. Chilson had pre- 
viously received the Purple Heart 
with Cluster, the Distinguished 
Unit Citation and the combat in- 
fantryman’s badge.

CU AUTHORIZES 
BILLION INCREASE 
IN FREIGHT RATES 


Rises Averaging 17.6 Pct. 
for Railways and 
Water Carriers Effec- 
tive Jan, 1. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP) — 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today authorized freight rate 
increases for railroad and water 
carriers totaling about one billion 
dollars, effective Jan. 1, 1947. 

The increases average about 17.6 
per cent. 

For the Eastern railroads the 
revenue increase will approximate 
17.9 per cent. 

This amount slightly exceeds 
the boost for the remainder of the 
country. 

The Class One railroads had 
sought increases which they com- 
puted would average 19.6 per cent 
or all traffic. 

In today’s decision the commis- 
sion also made permanent a 10 
per cent increase in passenger 
fares which was originally author- 
ized in 1942. 

The passenger increase pre- 
viously was scheduled to expire six 
months after the forma] end of 
the war. 

The carriers proposed increased 
rates with the announced purpose 
of getting revenue to offset, partly 
at least, increased wages and costs 
of materials and supplies. 

The rail carriers’ original pro- 
posal was for a general increase of 
25 per cent but with numerous 
specific exceptions on which 
*smaller increases were proposed. 

On June 20 the commission au- 
thorized emergency freight rate 
increases averaging 6 per cent.

PER PERSON BY APRIL LIKELY 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
announced today that barring “un- 
predictable disasters” the domestic 
annual sugar ration will be _ in- 
creased five pounds a person by 
April 1. This year’s allotment 
was 25 pounds, including allow- 
ances for canning. 

Anderson said the extra sugar 
will be made available through 
issuance of one five-pound ration 
stamp. 


Swell News: Immunity for 30 Pct. 
Who Had Mumps, Didn’t Know It 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
The Army Surgeon General's of- 
fice estimate that 30 per cent of 
the population have had mumps 
without knowing it. 

The estimate is based on studies 
of 50 groups of children and 
adults, conducted by Pennsylvania 
and Harvard University medical 
men under contract with an Army 
commission set up to study mumps 
and measles. 


Four physicians reported that 


about a third of young adults 
had a probable immunity to 
mumps, apparently as a result of 
some past infection of which they 
were unaware. 

Mumps thus seems to bear a 
likeness to poliomyelitis, which 
about 90 per cent of the popula-

'3,025,000-T0N RESERVE 
OF COAL REDUCED BY 
FOURTH IN TWELVE DAYS

HE Solid Fuels Adminis- 

tration estimated today that 

more than a quarter of the 
nation’s frozen stocks of bi- 
tuminous coal have trickled 
away within 12 days. 


As of Dec. 3, SFA said only 
2,244,650 tons remained of the 
3,025,200 tons seized in transit 
or on tidewater docks Nov. 26. 

At the time of the coal mine 
shutdown Nov. 20, consumer 
stockpiles were estimated to 
contain an additional 62,000,000 
tons. Weekly production from 
Progressive and non-union 
mines is 650,000 tons. 


The frozen stocks are avalil- 
able only to public utilities-— 
electricity, water, gas, sewage 
disposal and street and railway 
transportation—railroads, laun- 
dries, hospitals, dairies, bak- 
eries, steamships, and domestic 
consumers having less than 10 
days’ supply. 

The SFA, in a summary, re- 
ported that the freeze order 
made available 60,504 carloads 
of coal—3,025,200 tons. Up to 
Dec. 3, SFA had released 15,611 
cars or 780,550 tons. 


SECOND MODERATE

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WYATT SAYS 1947 


Dines With 


HOUSING AIM CAN T 
BE MET WITHOUT 


U.9. CONTROLS, AID 


Asserts 1946 Goal of 
1,200,000 New Dwell- 
ings Will Fall Short by 
Only 200,000 Prefabri- 


cated Homes.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—Wilson 
Wyatt, in his final press confer- 
ence as National Housing Expe- 
diter yesterday, expressed the 
conviction that next year’s goal af 
1,500,000 new dwelling units could 
not be met without an emergency 
program of controls and govern- 
mehtal assistance. 

At the same time, he pointed 
with pride to the accomplish- 
ments of the first 10 months of 
this year and aid it was apparent 
that the full year’s goal, 1,200,000 
units, would fall short only by 
200,000 prefabricated homes. 

Resistance of others in the 
Truman Administration to Wyatt's 
program for stimulating produc- 
tion of prefabricated homes was 
one of the prime factors which led 
to his resignation, accepted 
Wednesday night by the President. 

Krooth Appointed. 

Truman last night announced 
the appointment of David L. 
Krooth of Chicago to succeed 
Wyatt, on a temporary basis. 
Krooth has been general counsel 
of the National Housing Adminis- 
tration under Wyatt. 

The President's action followed 
the resignations of Joseph L. Rau 
Jr. chief deputy housing expe- 
diter, and E. A. Verpilot, deputy 
NHA administrator. Their resig- 
nations, along with several others 
of Wyatt's men, had been an- 
nounced earlier last night. 

Wyatt bowed out graciously, re- 
fusing to discuss his differences 
on housing policy with the Presi- 
dent or White House advisers— 
differences well known to the 
more than 200 reporters who 
crowded into a large conference 
room on the fifth floor of the So- 
cial Security building. 

About as close as he came to 
that, under persistent questioning, 
was when he was asked whether 
he thought the housing prcgram 
had reached a point which would 
permit relaxation of controls on 
building materials. Wyatt joined 
in the general laughter, recogniz- 
ing that the questioner knew he 
had insisted that controls must he 
retained while others in the Ad- 
ministration favored progressive 
relaxation of them. 

“Interesting Question.” 

“That's a very interesting ques- 
tion,” he began, and more laughter 
gave him an opportunity to phrase 
a reply which would preserve the 
amenities and still convey the 
facts as he saw them. 

“I think we can meet the pro- 
gram only by the same sort of 
controls and channeling we em- 
ployed for war production,” he 
said. “I felt when I came here 
that housing was our most im- 
portant domestic program. I 
think it remains our No. 1 pro- 
gram. 

“We are right now in the peak 
period of demand. There is just 
as much emergency now as there 
was last month or six months 
ago and we will have the emer- 
gency for months to come.” 

Asked to comment on the op- 
position’ to his program, Wyatt 
limited himself to a discussion 
of the opposition from outside 
Government. 

“There are some very vocal and 
very well organized people in this 
country who are more concerned 
with the profits of today and to- 
morrow than with long-term 
prosperity, even in their own in- 
dustry,” he said. 

Pro-Profits, Anti-Profiteering. 

“I think they are short-sighted, 
but the real estate and construc- 
tion business is in for a long term 
of prosperity—if they do not price 
themselves* out of the market. 
Preventing them from doing that 
is, I think, not eliminating the 
profit motive; it’s just eliminating 
profiteering.” 7 

Wyatt reviewed October produc- 
tion statistics on building mate- 
rials and dwelling units, pointing 
out that this month, the last for 
which data is available, was the 
best this year. Production of 
building. materials in some lines 
was at a record high and of others 
at a peak for 1946, he pointed out. 

He had charts to show abrupt 
increases in production for various 
critical items beginning when pre- 
mium payments for increased pro- 
duction were made available. An- 
other chart showed that in the 
first 10 months of this year more 
privately constructed dwelling 
units were begun than in any full 
year since 1928, and when the full 
figures for this year are available, 
he said, they will exceed 1928. 

Done Under Controls. 

“This reflects the assistance 
Government has given to building 
and ig.comparable to the miracles 
of our war production,” he said. 
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Strike Fade—Men Now 
Glum — Business Feel- 
ing Pinch.

WEST FRANKFORT, Il, Dec. 
6—After the three coal miners 
standing on the street corner had 
made it plain what they thought 
of the public generally and _ rep- 
resentatives of the press in par- 
ticular, they further made it plain 
they had no intention of having 
their pictures made and that any- 
one “nosing around” with a cam- 
era might find himself in pretty 
serious trouble. 

One of the trio smiled bitterly. 
“You can just tell ’em,” he said, 
“that we're eatin’ regular and we 
ain't sufferin’.” 
Theirs Was a reflection of the 
attitude of the scores of miners 
who stood in groups along the 
main street of West Frankfort, 
who lounged in taprooms doing 
more talking than drinking, or 
who went rather grimly about the 
business of putting the eight-ball 
in the side pocket while a couple 
of dozen others looked glumly on. 
Their minds were only partially 
occupied with the fate of the 
eight-ball. They were more occu- 
pied with another eight-ball—the 
one they were beginning to won- 
der if they were standing behind. 

Indications of Pinch. 
Their pride wouldn’t let them 
admit it, but there were indica- 
tions all over West Frankfort that 
they were beginning to feel the 
pinch. They had left the mines 
in rather high spirits. It wouldn't 
be more than a week, they were 
convinced, before they would have 
won another victory and would 
be back at work. Not only that, 
but it was bird-hunting season and 
the weather was fine. 
Time had passed and Christmas 
was drawing near. Not only had 
the strike not been settled, but 
they were faced with the realiza- 
tion that even if they went back 
to work immediately it would be 
after Christmas (due to the com- 
panies’ policy of holding back two 
weeks pay) before they could 
draw another check, They were 
visions of a ‘pretty slim Christ- 
mas for a lot of miners and their 
families. 
West Frankfort is a town which 
derends on King Coal. The town 
itself has a population of some 
12,000, but it is the center of a 
four-county mining district in 
which more than 13,000 miners are 
employed. The shadows of the 12 
mines surrounding West Frank- 
fort fall across the town as a dole- 
ful reminder of the role they play 
in the town’s economy. Many a 
merchant is turning a speculative 
eye cn his large stock of Christ- 
mas gvods and toys, purchased in 
anticipation of a record-breaking 
season 

Scene of Desertion. 
Out at Old Ben Number §&8, 
one of the larger mines, the Stars 
and Stripes waves serenely over a 
ecene of almost complete deser- 
tion. In the big offices a lone 
executive and a couple of stenog- 
roaphers rattle around with little 
or nothing to do. The executive 
sits and contemplates a long row 
of spikes, each spike crammed 
with green and white slips. “Un- 
filled orders,” he explains. “I 
couldn’t even estimate how many. 
I've been afraid to count them.” 
How long it will last, he -sayr, 
no one knows, It has been said of 
miners that they will spend $10 a 


day while they have it, but they 


will live 100 days on $10, if they 
have to. That may be true of 
some of them, but $10 isn’t what 
it used to be. How long they can 
hold out will be an individual 
matter. They have been averag- 
ing from $65 to $75 a week. There 
have been cases of men making 
over $500 a month with overtime. 
But miners are like other people; 
some save their money, others 
blow it as fast as they make it. 

Street Filled; Few in Stores. 

Downtown the. streets were 
filled with people, giving the im- 
pression that business was brisk, 
until you realized that the streets 
were crowded with miners, stand- 
ing on street corners, standing 
along the curbs in the sun, talking

Depending as they do on the 
good will and trade of the miners, 
the business man, or even the 
man on the street, is cagey about 
talking to outsiders. They rub 
their chins thoughtfully and say, 
“Well, I don’t think it'll last a 
long, long time.” 
Said the owner of a combined 
bar and restaurant:. “It’s hurt 
the restaurant business more than 
it has the bar. You know, people 
will drink, whether they’re work- 
ing or not. But they’re eating at 
home.” 
Roger Kelly, editor of the Daily 
American, opined that the men 
are eager to get back to work, 
if they “don’t have to compromise 
too much.” Miners, he said, don’t 
talk much, but they’re stubborn 
and they have a certain fierce 
pride which makes them hold on. 
The manager of a department 
store reported that “up until to- 
day business has been equal, dol- 
lar for dollar, with last year. 
Prospects were for an even bigger 
Christmas than last year. In 
fact, I think we would have set a 
record.” He hesitated, “It started 
falling off today. I don’t know 
what it indicates, excent that up 
until now I think they4all had a 
feeling it would be settled quickly. 
Now they’re beginning to wonder. 
Another week should tell the 
story.” 

Union Official Silent. 
The heart of union activity is 
found on the second floor of the 
Masonic Building, the largest 
building in West Frankfort. There, 
in a suite of four offices, one finds 
big Ted Mitchell, regional director 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America, John L, Lewis's repre- 
sentative in the district. Above 


‘Ithe door to Mitchell’s private of- 


fice is a framed picture of Lewis. 
Mitchell is a big man, under mid- 
dle age, with 20 years in the 
mines behind him. His mouth is 
belligerent, his eyes suspicious, 
and he symbolizes the attitude of 
the miners themselves toward the 
press and the public. As soon as 
we were seated he announced he 
had “absolutely nothing to say” 
and would answer no questions. 
He would talk about hunting or 
fishing or raising bird dogs, or 
about the weather, byt not of the 
miners, or the issues involved. 

Downstairs in the Athletic Bil- 
liard and Pool Room, where some 
miners played pool, others looked 
on and a few sat at the bar and 
stared at their drinks, the same 
attitude prevailed. It soon became 
obvious that the miners have a 
chip on their shoulder the size: of 
a big hunk of anthracite, and that 


they are convinced they are the 
victims of unfair propaganda 
which has turned the country 
against them. Those who would 
talk at all refused to discuss the 
strike, its possible outcome, or 
their own economic situation. But 
they were loud and vehement in 
their denunciation of the public 
for its attitude toward the strikers, 
and of the press and radio whom 
they blame for creating the at- 
titude, 

“Thanks to you guys and the 
radio,” one of them said, “the 
whole country thinks we're just a 
bunch of heels.” 

“Public Doesn’t Know.” 

A half block away, in front of 
the Aces High Saloon, operated 
by an ex-miner, a group was 
standing. They stopped talking 
and looked into space. Asked for 
a picture they shook their heads 
and continued to look into space. 
When asked a question they 
looked at one another, but gave 
no other indication they had heard 
then. 

Then one of the group exploded 
angrily: “The public don’t give a 
damn about us. The trouble with 
the public is they’re against us 
and they don’t know a damn 
thing about us or about coal. All 
they know is that you can throw 
it in a furnace, and it'll burn.

Following is the statement by

“Freedom from fear is more

in some places, this freedom has 
been gravely threatened, It was 
so after the last war, when or- 
ganized groups fanned hatred and 
intolerance, until, at times, mob 
action struck fear into the hearts 
of men and women because of 
their racial origin or religious 
beliefs. 

“Today, freedom from fear, and 
the democratic institutions which 
sustain ft, are again under at- 
tack. In some places, from time 
to time, the local enforcement of 
law and order has broken down, 
and individuals — sometimes ex- 
service men, even women — have 
been killed, maimed or intimidated. 
“The preservation of civil lib- 
erties is a duty of every govern- 
ment, state, federal, and local. 
Wherever the law enforcement 
measures and the authority of 
federal, state and local govern- 
ments are inadequate to discharge 
this primary function of govern- 
ment, these measures. and this 
authority should be strengthened 
and improved. 

“The constitutional guarantees 
of individual liberties and of equal 
protection under the laws clearly 
place on the Federal Government 
the duty to act when state or 
local authorities abridge or fail 
to protect these constitutional 
rights, 

“Yet in its discharge of the ob- 
ligations placed on it by the Con- 
stitution, the Federal Government 
is hampered by inadequate civil 
rights statutes. The protectien of 
our democratic institutions and 
the enjoyment by the people of 
their rights under the Constitu- 


inadequate statutes should be ex- 
panded and improved. We must 
provide the Department of Justice 
with the tools to do the job. 

“T have, therefore, issued today 
an executive order creating the 
President’s Committee on Civil 
Rights and I am asking this com- 
mittee to prepare for me a 
written report. The substance of 
this report will be recommenda- 
tions with respect to the adoption 
or establishment by legislation or 
otherwise of more adequate and 
effective means and procedures 
for the protection of the civil 
rights of the people of the United 
States.” °

ON UNION DISPUTES UPHELD 


U.S. Court Reverses NLRB Ruling That 
Missouri Shoe Firm Letter 
Was ‘Coercive.’ 


An employer has the right to 
express his opinion on the merits 
of labor organization controversies 
and to indicate his preference for 
individual dealings with employes, 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruled in a decision sanded 
down here yesterday: 

The decision accepted the con- 
tention of the Kopman-Woracek 
Shoe Manufacturing Co. of Fiat 
River, Mo., that a circular letter 
the company had inserted in pay 
envelopes of its 300 employes, 
“standing by itself,” was not co- 
ercive and was within the right 
of free speech guaranteed by the 
First Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. The National Labor Rela- 
tions Board had ruled the letter 
was coercive. 

Statement by Court. 

Regarding the question of free 
speech for the employer, the ap- 
pellate court stated: 

“The employer has the un- 
doubted right to express his opin- 
ion on the merits of labor organ- 
ization controversies and the right 
to indicate his preference for in- 
dividual] dealings with employes... 

“The Supreme Court has made 
it very clear the employer’s con- 
stitutional guarantee is entitled to 
the same protection as that of the, 
employe. While the employer may | 
attempt to persuade his employes | 
with respect to joining or not join- 
ing a union, he may not, however, 
indulge this right to the extent 


of .oercion or threats of reprisal.” 

The appellate court cited deci- 
sions in several NLRB cases in- 
volving the employer's right of 
comment. One of these was a 
ruling last October in which the 
Court of Appeals denied an NLRB 
request for a directive against 
Montgomery Ward & Co. in Kan- 
sas City. In that decision, the 
court held that an employer may 
exercise the guaranteed right of 
free speech even when it in- 
fluences employes against affilia- 
tion with a labor union. 


Decision by Judge Gardner. 

The Montgomery Ward decision 
was written by Judge Archibald 
K, Gardner, with Judges Walter 
G. Riddick and Joseph W. Wood- 
rough concurring. Yesterday's de- 
cision was written by Judge Gard- 
ner, with Judge John Sanborn and 
Judge Woodrough concurring. 

The Kopman-Woracek case grew 


out of an unsuccessful Campaign 
by the AFL Boot & Shoe Workers’ 
Union in 1944 to organize the 
workers in the Flat River plant. 
The NLRB said the company had 
resorted to intimidation of work- 
ers, had encouraged a demonstra- 
tion against the union representa- 
tive and had discharged 10 work- 
ers for union activities. 


The board had directed the 
company to halt unfair labor prac- 
tices and re-employ the 10 work- 
ers, paying them back wages. 
The appellate court decision, while 
taking issue with the board on 
the company’s right to use the 
circular letter, upheld the cease 
and desist order with modifica- 
tions. It held that discharge of 
two of the 10 workers had not 
been discriminatory, and that only 
eight would have to be _ re- 
employed, 

In 1939, a United States District 
Court injunction issued here 
barred continuance of a system 
under which employes at the Fiat 
River plant returned 10 per cent 
of their wages, which brought 
their pay below the 25-cent stand- 
ard of hourly pay prescribed by 
the Wage and Hour Law. A con- 
sent decree filed by the company 
agreed to restore $3500 in wages 
and overtime pay. 


The company said the “kick- 
back” arrangement had been made 


before the wage and hour law was 
enacted. The arrangement, it said,

BARUCH RESTATES 
U.S. ATOM STAND 


By ALVIN H. GOLDSTEIN

LAKE SUCCESS,'N. Y., Dec. 6— 
The stirring reaffirmation by 
Bernard M. Baruch of conditions 
essential to any system of world 
atom control prescribing American 
surrender of atom bombs and 
“know-how” was being scrutinized 
today by members of the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commis- 
gion in the optimistic light of re- 
cent Russian acceptance of basic 
principles originally stipulated by 
the American delegate. 


To Baruch’s eloquent appeal yes- 
terday for haste and co-operation, 
and on his concrete recommenda- 
tions for beginning steps toward 
elimination of atom weapons, 
Soviet Delegate Andrei A. Gromy- 
ko made no comment. His single 
contributiof to the forum was the 
assertion that both statement and 
proposals required study. In this, 
he agreed with other members of 
the commission, including Baruch. 
Chairman Alexandre Parodi of 
_ France postponed discussion until 

an undetermined day next week. 

The speech of the 76-year-old 
“elder statesman” introducing sug- 
gestions for inclusion in the re- 
port and recommendations by the 
commission to the U.N, Security 
Council, due before Dec. 31, made 
moving reference to his life-long 
efforts to abolish war. He wel- 
comed “especially, the participa- 
tion of the Soviet Union.” He re- 
peated, however, that the United 
States will never give up the bomb, 
by unilateral disarmament, “to no 
result except our own weakening.” 

The precise stage at which the 
United States would be required 
to disclose atom weapons and 
the secret of their production, 
previously undefined and the sub- 
ject of considerable criticism by 
opponents of the Baruch plan, 
would be established by the treaty 
establishing machinery for inter- 
national supervision, Pr-ruch sug- 
gested. The treaty should embrace 
the entire program and “provide 
a schedule for the completion of 
the transitional process” leading 
to establishment of effective world 
control, he said. 

“In order that the transition be 
accomplished as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and with safety and equity 
to all,” the American spokesman 
' concluded, “this commission 
should supervise the transitional 
process, as prescribed in the 
. treaty, and should be empowered 
to determine when «a particular 
stage or stages have been com- 
pleted and subsequent ones are 
to commence.” 

The suggestion is consistent 
with the “step-by-step, stage-by 
stage” procedure outlined by Ba- 
ru¢h in the United States proposi- 
tion for world atom supervision 
when the commission first con- 
vened June 14. The Soviet Union 
has insisted on a treaty or con- 
vention outlawing the atomic 
bomb as the first step toward in- 
ternational supervision. To this, 
the American delegation has given 
a firm no, which was repeated 
unequivocably yesterday by its 
leader. | 

“The price we have set upon the 
surrehder of the absolute weapon 
is a declaration of peaceful intent 
and of interdependence among the 
nations of the world, expressed in 


4 material, 


terms of faith and given strength 
by sanctions,” Baruch declared 
ringingly. “That is one of the 
great principles of the United Na- 
tions—justice for all, supported by 
force, 

“We welcome. co-operation but 
we stand upon our basic principles 
even if we stand alone. We shall 
not be satisfied with pious protes- 
tations lulling the peoples into a 
false sense of security. We aim 
at an effective plan of control 
and will not accept anything less.” 

In a thinly veiled jab at seem- 
ingly willful procrastination and 
delaying tactics evident on the 
part of the Soviet Union during 
previous proceedings, Baruch as- 
serted: 

“Action at this time may well 
change hope into confidence, How 
can it profit any of us to avoid 
the issue, unless by so doing, we 
seek a special advantage; unless a 
chaos of fear will help particular 
ambitions?” 

Seeks Red Participation. 

In a direct reference to the re 
versal of Russian opposition to 
elimination of veto .power in 
atomic control and to the estab- 
lishment of an_ international 
agency to supervise world atom 
activities, Baruch said: 

“We seek especially the partici- 
pation of the Soviet Union. We 
welcome the recent authoritative 
statem.nts of its highest repre- 
sentatives. From these, we are 
justified in concluding that it no 
longer regards the’ original pro- 
posals unacceptable, as a. whole or 
in their separate parts, as its 
member of this body stated at an 
earlier meeting.” 

Baruch pointed out that suc- 
cess in controlling atomic arms 
would provide the pattern for 
methods of outlawing other wea- 
pons of mass destruction. Aboli- 
tion of all violent conflict is 
eventually possible, he added. 

“In all my life, now past the 
Biblical allotment of three score 
and 10 years,” the white-haired 
statesman continued, “never be- 
fore have I seen so rich an oppor- 
tunity for deathless service ag is 
presented to us here. I want my 
country associated with victory In 
this great crusade, For myself, as 
I look upon a jong past and too 
short a future, I believe the finest 
epitaph would be: He helped to 
bring lasting peace to the world.” 

Lists 3 Major Elements. 

Asserting that the United States 
sought no special advantage and 
that the plan was consistent with 
“the dignity and might of any 
nation,” Baruch pointed out that 
it has been determined in com- 
mission deliberations that three 
major elements are inherent and 
inevitable in any treaty for inter- 
national atom control: 

“The erection of an interna- 
tional authority which shall ef- 
fectively prevent the manufac- 
ture and use of atomic bombs 
for war purposes, and. which 
shall develop use of atomic 
energy for social gain. 

“The right of free and full 
international inspection in sup- 
port of these purposes. 

“The definite agreement that 
once a treaty becomes effective, 
providing for deterrents against 
offenses and punishments for of- 
fenders, there can be no veto to 
protect willful violators, or to 
hamper the operations of the in- 
ternational authority.” 

Proposal on Report. 

Baruch then proposed that the 
report to the Security Council 
should set forth that world con- 
trol of atomic power was both tech- 
nologically and practically fea- 
sible, He then reviewed previously 
published conclusions that controls 
must be exerted on all fishionable 
uranium and thorium, 
from mine to ultimate manufac- 
ture of nuclear power; and that 
an international system must be 
devised to direct all activities in- 
cluding research and production. 
The agency, created within the 
United Nations, must be endowed 
with adequate powers to enforce 
treaty agreements. 

“Only by such a system of in- 
ternational control can the devel- 
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opment and use of atomic energy 
be freed from nationalistic ri- 
valries with consequent risks to 
the safety of all peoples,” he said, 
adding that only such system 
would merit the confidence of the 
people of al] nations. 

Proposes Treaty Provisions. 
He urged that the commission 
recommend in its report to the 
Security Council the creation of 
an international system of con- 
trol, and that the functions and 
scope be defined in a treaty with 
all members of the United Nations 
invited to participate. He said 
the treaty should include provi- 
sions: 

1. Establishing, in the United 
Nations, an international author- 
ity possessing powers and 
charged with responsibility for 
effective administration of the 
terms of the treaty. 

Its rights, powers and respon- 
sibilities, as well as its relation 
to the several organs of the 
United Nations, should be clearly 
established and defined by the 
treaty, 

Such powers should be suffi- 
ciently broad and flexible to 
enable the authority to deal 
with new developments that 
may arise in the field of atomic 
energy. In particular, the author- 
ity shall be responsible for 
extending among al! nations the 
exchange of scientific informa- 
tion for peaceful ends, for pre- 
venting the use of atomic 
energy for destructive purposes 
and for stimulating its peaceful 
beneficent uses. 

The authority should have 
positive research and develop- 
mental responsibilities in order 
to remain in the forefront of 
atomic knowledge. The exclu- 
sive right to carry on atomic 
research for destructive pur- 
poses should be vested in the 
authority. 

Decisions of the authority 
should govern the operations of 
national agencies. In carrying 
out its prescribed functions, 
however, the authority should 
interfere as little as necessary 
with operations of national 
agencies or with the economic 
plans and the private corporate 
and state relationships in the 
Several countries, 

2. Affording the accredited rep- 
resentatives of the authority un- 
impeded access for the perform- 
ance of inspections and other 
duties within the territory of 
every participating nation, 

8. Prohibiting the manufac- 
ture, possession, and use of 
atomic weapons by all nations, 
and by all of their nationals. 

4. Providing for disposal of 
any existing stocks of atomic 
bombs. 

5. Specifying the means and 
methods of determining viola- 
tions, stigmatizing such viola- 
tions as international crimes, 
and establishing the nature of 
the measure of enforcement and 
punishment to be imposed on in- 
dividuals and on nations guilty 

of violating provisions. 


The judicial or other processes 
for determination of violations 
and of punishment, should be 
swift and certain. Serious vio- 
lations of the treaty should be 
reported immediately by the au- 
thority to the nations party to 
the treaty and to the Security 
Council, In dealing with viola- 
tions, the permanent members 
of the Security Council should 
agree not to exercise their pow- 
er to veto to protect a violator 
of the terms of the treaty from 
the consequences of his wrong 
doing. 

The provisions of the treaty 
would be wholly ineffectual if 
in any such situations, the en- 
forcement provisions of the 
treaty could be voided by the 
veto of a state which has vol- 
untarily signed the treaty. 


Parodi Proposal Approved. 

Before Baruch began speaking, 
Chairman Parodi received approv- 
al of his suggestion that the Gen- 
eral Assembly should be formally 
requested to avoid interference 
with the work of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. In this he was 
heartily indorsed by Sir Hartley 
Shawcross, representing the 
United Kingdom in the absence of 
Sir Alexander Cadogan. 


Shawcross, a relatively youthful 
and vigorous figure in General 
Assembly debates, where he has 
taken a strong stand for conclu- 
sive disarmament action to in- 
clude other powerful weapons 
along with atom bombs, emphat- 
ically agreed that the problem of 
atom control was different in 
many respects than those _ in- 
volved in limiting other destruc- 
tive instruments. 

“For our part,” he declared in 
behalf of the United Kingdom, “we 
have indicated that we shall put 
no difficulties in the way of such 
a system, that we shall raise all 
curtains and open all doors to it. 
And that, I understand, is now 
also the position of all the other 
states here, including the Soviet 
Union.”

000,000—$125,000,000 to Yugoslavia,

ering $25,000,000 to Yugoslavia and

Other Big Four Decisions. 
Other important decisions last 
night were: 


1, Compensation for Allied prop- 
erty destroyed in Italy—lItaly is 
to pay Allied citizens at the rate 
of 662-3 per cent of value. The 
ministers had agreed before the 
Paris conference that payment 
should be 100 per cent. The Paris 
conference reduced this to 75 per 
cent and Byrnes was reported 
hopeful that the further reduction 
here would ease somewhat the in- 
creased reparations assessed 
against Italy. 

2. Denial of treaty benefits— 
Molotov accepted an American 
proposal that any country which 
declined to sign the treaty should 
not receive benefits from it. 
Byrnes put this forward first at 
Paris when Yugoslavia, protesting 
against the internationalization of 
Trieste, threatened to refuse to 
sign. This provision would deny 
it reparations from Italy unless 
it signed, 

3. Fair prices for property seized 
in Romania—Russia agreed to the 
principle of arbitration in fixing 
fair prices for industrial equip- 
ment (mainly American and Brit- 
ish-owned petroleum machinery) 
seized by the Romanian Govern- 
ment for reparations to Russia.

Capt. Raymond Dowling, head 
of the Traffic ,Division, and his 
aid, Lt. Troy Werber, said today 
they were satisfied that within a 
week or 10 days the system would 
be working perfectly. 

Gonceding that they had been 
somewhat apprehensive in ad- 
vance, Dowling and Ferber de- 
clared they were amazed at how 
quickly motorists caught on to the 
new arrangement. | 

“Chestnut and Pine streets, both 
taking westbound traffic only dur- 
ing the evening rush hour, took a 
big load off Market and other 
Gowntown streets last night,” 
Dowling said. “In the past, west- 
bound cars on Market were 
jammed all the way from Twelfth 
to Seventh street. Last night the 
line-up was only back to Ninth 
and in the future we expect the 
line to be even shorter, as drivers 
get accustomed to using Chestnut 
and Pine.” 

Minor Changes in §S 

Minor changes will be made in 
the system as experience indicates 
their need, city officials said. The 
first modification occurred a few 
hours after the new lights went on 
at 10:30 a.m. yesterday. This 
change, at Twelfth boulevard, was 
on advice of the policeman sta- 
tioned there, who pointed out that 
flashing red lights for the heavy 
north d south traffic served 
only to cause tie-ups. The red 
signals promptly were changed to 
amber “caution” lights and bene- 
ficial results were noted immedi- 
ately. 

To observers, these flashing red 
lights for north-south traffic at all 
intersections seemed to cause most 
confusion. Tendency of drivers 
was to stop and wait for a green 
light, which never appeared. Mean- 
time the driver would learn from 
the sign under the light that he 
was expected simply to “stop when 
signal is off or flashing.” He saw 
also a lighted arrow pointing in 
the direction of traffic flow. 

Signals Used in Other Cities. 

Police en they believed this 
confusion would end quickly as 
motorists become accustomed to 
the flashing red lights, which are 
used in many other cities. It was 
noted that drivers of interstate 
transport trucks had litile diffi- 
culty with the flashing lights. 

Also confusing were the ambig- 
uously worded signs which read 
“Right Turn Only on Red Arrow.” 


These are intended for drivers | 


who find themselves moving 
against the prevailing direction of 
traffic. However, for drivers mov- 
ing correctly they seem to say 
that he must wait for a red arrow 
if he wants to make a right turn. 
Since no red arrow appears, the 
sign has the effect of barring right 
turns for uninitiated drivers, 

One policeman suggested that 
the signs shoulc be changed to 
read, “Turn Right When Arrow 
Is Red,” and that they be turned 
to one side during periods when 
they are not appropriate. 

The changeover from eastbound 
to westbound on Chestnut-Lawton, 
at 3 p.m. yesterday, took place 
with a minimum of confusion, 
since traffic was light. Policemen, 
stationed at almost all cross 
streets, were polite in admonishing 
motorists who overlooked the ar- 
rows and tried to turn into the 
street in the wrong direction. 
Capt. Dowling said officers would 
continue on duty at critical points 
until the public gets used to the 
new system. 

Chestnut-Lawton, under the 
system, is used for eastbound traf- 
fic at all times except from 3 p.m. 
to 7 p.m. daily, when tra¥fic will 
be reversed and will move west. 
Pine street, a block north, was 
converted 10 days ago to a one- 
way street for westbound traffic 
at all times.

Truman Appears Unshaken. 


If this verbal assault was mak- 
ing any impression on President 
Truman and those helping him 
map strategy, there was no sight 
of it anwyhere, On the contrary, 
a new series of fuel-saving restric- 
tions was in preparation as though 
the Administration was digging in 
for a long siege, if need be. 
Presidential Secretary Charles 
G. Ross told reporters, as the 
weekly Cabinet meeting convened, 
that Truman was consulting with 
Administration officials on the 
broadcast he will make to the 
nation Sunday night.

Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
said the situation at naval coaling 
stations overseas is “critical.”

The government’s petition con- 
tended the Norris-La Guardia 
anti-injunction act and the Clay- 
ton anti-trust act do not apply in 
the case and continued: 

“. «in any event, however, the 
lower court correctly concluded 
that neither act denies the United 
States the right to invoke, nor the 
federal courts the right to exer- 
cise equitable powers necessary to 
prevent irreparable injury to the 
people of the United States to pre- 
vent interference with sovereign 
functions of the United States and 
to protect the district court’s jur- 
isdiction pending a judicial de- 
termination of disputed issues.” 

Lewis risked jail and further 
fines by continuing to ignore the 
the court’s temporary injunction 
requiring a halt in the strike.

This responsibility, in the words 
of Representative Joseph W. Mar- 
tin Jr. of Masaschusetts, who will 
be the new speaker of the House, 
is to provide the leadership and di- 
rection so that the country may go 
forward “in the American way, 
avoiding the shoals of Fascism 
and Communism and Socialism 
alike.” ' 

Speaking at a dinner last 
night, Martin, who has the phys- 
ical proportions of a youthful 
Santa Claus, said that the party 
might not be able to accomplish 
all it: hoped because “we do not 
control the executive branch,” 
and that “it may not be easy to 
stave off a Truman depression, 
but it must be done, 


“The job of cleaning up after the 
long political carousal is not very 
spectacular, but it is of the utmost 
importance to the country,” he 
said, 

In describing the evils of bu- 
reaucracy, he made the rather sur- 
prising assertion that “the welfare 
of American citizens must not 
longer depend upon the whims or 
the prejudices of a Washington 
filing clerk.” Each of the 2,500,000 
federal bureaucrats, he said, has 
some power over the citizenry, 
the filing clerks having power “to 
work damage on the citizen by 
default through the misplacing of 
important documents.” 


Four-Point Program. 


“The job of saving this nation 
from sinking into insolvency and 
depression is bigger than any 
party,” Martin continued. “This 
job can be done only by intelli- 
gent and willing co-operation be- 
tween Republicans in our own 
party; co-operation between the 
House and Senate; co-operation 
between the Republicang and the 
Democrats, and co-operation be- 
tween the President, the exeCutive 
departments and the Congress.”

For example, Representative 
Charles A. Halleck of Indiana, 
who drew laughter with the re- 
mark “we've inherited something 
of a mess in this country,” said 
that the Republicans would co- 
operate with the President as long 
as he didn’t “send up some sort 
of radical program.” 
Halleck, chairman of the na- 
tional Republican congressional 
committee, said he had talked to 
some of the Democrats who have 
been drifting back to Washington 
and “darned if some of them 
aren’t just as happy about this 
thing as ‘we are.” 

Reece proposed a shake-up in 
several Government agencies to 
give the G.O.P. greater represen-. 
tation, 

“A Democratic President,” he 
said, “should agree that a Repub- 
lican Congress should have real 
Republicans in charge of those 
agencies responsible to Congress.”

Little Talk on Candidates, 


There was little talk publicly of 
a possible 1948 presidential candi- 
date. Former Senator John Town- 
send of Delaware, chairman of the 
Republican Senatorial Committee, 
mentioned it half-humorously in 
stating that on Nov. 5 there were 
elected governors, senators and 
congressmen who might be in- 
duced to run. Former Senator 
John Danaher of Connecticut, 
whose resignation as liaison man 
between Congress and the Com- 
mittee was announced, termed “ut- 
terly fantastic” reports he would 
work actively for the nomination 
of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York,

PIGK SAYS SALVAGE 
OF SILT MAY AID DAMS 


Reservoir Accumulation May 
Yield to Engineers, River 
Plan Co-Author Declares. 


Brig. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, co- 
author of the Pick-Sloan plan for 
development and control of the 
Missouri river, said last night that 
engineers in the future may solve 
the problem of the accumulation 
of silt in dam reservoirs by devis- 
ing means of salvaging the silt. 
Gen. Pick, United States Army 
Division Engineer for the Missouri 


River, spoke at a joint meeting of 
the Engineers’ Club of St. Louis, 
St. Louis Section of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers and the 
St. Louis Post of the Society of 
American Military Engineers, at 
the club, 4359 Lindell boulevard, 
100-Year Silt Storage. 

‘In designing the dams and 
reservoirs, we have provided for 
silt storage for 100 years,” he told 
the engineers in response to a 
question, “but that isn’t long 
enough. My opinion is that engi- 
heers will not allow the reservoirs 
to fill with silt, but will devise 
means of going up there every 
few years to clean it out. 

“T’ve already been approached 
by persons who want to bag the 
silt and ship it east to use in grow- 
ing flowers and vegetables. That 
may not be so silly as it sounds. 
I saw Chinese farmers recovering 
their topsoil from the river bot- 
toms and carrying it back to their 
land on their shoulders.” 

Im the course of his speech, 
Gen. Pick said one function of the 
Garrison dam, now being built in 
North Dakota, will be to catch 
and control water and silt from 
the Yellowstone River, a _ chief 
tributary of the Missouri. The dam 
is located 200 miles below the 
mouth of the Yellowstone, and will 
have a reservoir 200 miles long, 
he said. 

_ Silt From the Yellowstone. 
“Twenty-three per cent of the 
silt load in the Missouri River 
when it reaches Kansas City has 
been identified as a contribution 
of the Yellowstone,” the engineer 
declared. 

He painted a rosy picture of 
benefits which he expects to flow 
to the whole Missouri Valley when 
construction contemplated under 
the Pick-Sloan plan is completed. 
“It is my personal conviction 
that the comprehensive and co- 
ordinated plan which the Congress 
has approved offers greater possi- 
bilities for progress and prosperity 
to the people in the Missouri basin 
than any other conceivable plan of 
public improvement at this time,” 
Gen. Pick asserted, 

“To Vanquish Drouth and Flood.” 
“It will enable this great bread- 
basket empire to Vanquish those 
twin enemies, drouth and flood,” 
he continued. “Nearly 5,000,000 
acres of new lands can be irri- 
gated.” 

“Rural electrification can be ex- 
tended and additional power be 
made available for industrial de- 
velopment. Agriculture will be 
stimulated by increased soil con- 
servation practices. 

“River transportation can be ex- 
tended farther up the Missouri 
River, Municipal water supply and 
sanitation will be improved, fish 
and wildlife conservation stimu- 
lated, and recreational] benefits ex- 
tended.” 

Defends Proposed Osceola Dam. 

In response to another question, 
he defended the proposed Osceola 
dam on the Osage river in south- 
west Missouri, The amount of 
land which will be covered by 
the reservoir will be 114,000 acres,

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STIFF TERMS SET 
BY CHINESE REDS, 
FOR PEACE TALKS 


Offer to Make ‘Fresh 
Start’ So Qualified No 
Hope. Is Held That 
Chiang Will Agree. 


NANKING, Dec. 6 (AP) — The 
Chinese Communists offered today 
_to make a “fresh start” at peace 
_ negotiations, but under such rig- 
orous conditions that sources close 
to Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
said there was no possibility the 
offer would get serious consider- 
ation. 

The offer came in the: form of a 
formal communication from Gen, 
Chou En-lai, chief Communist ne- 
» gotfator now back in Yenan, to 
Gen. George C. Marshall, special 
United States envoy. 

Chou described the terms as 
the only ones under which the 
Communists would consider re- 
suming negotiations. They were: 

1. The Kuomintang (Govern- 
ment party) must dissolve imme- 
diately the National Assembly, 
which now is meeting in Nan- 
king drafting a new constitu- 
tion. The Communists have re- 
fused to attend. 

2. The Government must re- 
store the military situation to 
the status of Jan. 13, which 
would require Government ar- 
mies to give up broad stretches 
of North China wrested from 
the Communists since then. 
Some quarters close to Chiang 

considered this “last offer” had 
blasted all hopes of further ne- 
gotiations as well as the continu- 
ation of active American media- 
tion. 

They regarded the letter, which 
Chou asked Marshall to forward 
to Chiang, as a new attempt by 


- the Communists to put responsi- 


bility for a final split on the Gov- 
ernment. 

It was predicted that Marshall, 
in the face of the latest develop- 
ment, would make preparations to 
return to Washington, at least for 
conferences, as soon as the na- 
tional assembly ends Dec. 19. 

(In Peiping, Government fre- 
ports said Nationalist vanguards 
marched to within seven miles of 
Dairen as Chinese Communists in 
the area accelerated their with- 
drawal. Observers said Gen. Tu 
Li-ming’s Government troops, who 
have been in the Dairen area 
more than a month, still were 
awaiting a go-ahead signal from 
the Russians to move into the 
city.) 


U.S. Marines to End Guard Duty 
on Peiping-Mukden Railroad, 


PEIPING, Dec. 6 (AP)—United 
States Marine Corps headquarters 
today announced the last of the 
Marines will be withdrawn from 
guard duty on the Péeiping-Muk- 
den railroad the latter half of 
December. The First and Second 
battalions of the Seventh Regi- 
ment will be transferred to the 
west coast of the United States. 

The withdrawal will leave Ma- 
rines in Peiping, Tientsin, Tangku 
and Tsingtao. Those in the first 
three places will keep open the 
supply route to the United States 
branch of executive headquarters 
in Peiping. Those at Tsingtao are 
attached to the United States Sev- 
enth Flee\ which is training Chi- 
nese naval cadets. 

The Marines began guarding the 
railroad after the Japanese sur- 
render. In mid-October, Marines 
were removed from other sections 
of the railroad when the Chinese 
Nationalists took over.

BIPARTIOAN MOVE 
FOR GUARANTEED 
WAGE PROGRAM 


Senators Hatch and Ball 
Study Plans as Possible 
Key to Much of Labor 
Strife. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
A proposed long-range solution to 
current labor strife based on a 
guaranteed annual wage for work- 
ers received b@partisan attention 
today on Capitol Hill. 

Senators Hatch @(Dem.), New 
Mexico, and Ball (Rep.), Minne- 
sota, joined forces in a prelim- 
inary attempt to work out a pro- 
gram which could be applied in 
most industries. 

Their decision followed closely 
an interim report on a govern- 
ment study, being made at the re- 
quest of the White House, on the 
possibilities of a guaranteed an- 
nual wage. The report said it 
could help stabilize the economy 


and point the way to enduring 
prosperity. 

The report, made public by 
Murray W. Latimer, former chair- 
man of the National Railroad Re- 


tirement Board and director of the 


study, contended that even in 
most seasonal industries, wage 
guarantees could be granted with- 
out increasing costs to employers 
by. more than 6 per cent if co- 
ordina vo with the existing system 
of staté unemployment compensa- 
tion, . 


“So long as the present system 
of hourly wages prevails you will 
never have any solution of labor 
problems,” Hatch told a reporter 
prior to his informal conference 
with Ball, “The annual wage plan 
does offer such a solution.” 


He said that Jay Hormel, exec- 
utive of the Hormel Packing Co., 
Austin, Minn., who has been op- 
erating a guaranteed annual wage 
plan for several years, has been 
invited to attend the meetings. 

The Hormel plan for a guaran- 
teed annual wage, sick leave and 
paid vacations has been covered 
in a contract with the CIO United 
Packinghouse Workers during the 
past year. It also involves incen- 
tive pay and a share in profits for 
the workers. 

“This plan has worked 
wherever they have tried,” Hatch 
said. “If adopted generally 
throughout industry it would bring 
an end to that antagonism which 
now exists and which is the cause 
of practically all labor-manage- 
ment difficalties.” 

The Senator said the plan ob- 


viously could not apply to every 
business and industry because 
some are seasona! but noted that 
its “incentive pay provisions” are 
attractive to both workers and 
employers.

VETERAN AFFAIRS 


War Department Report 
Says Co-ordinator Is 
Needed to (Cut Red 
Tape, End Confusion. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)—A 
federal czar of veterans’ affairs 
was proposed today in a War De- 


partment report which said many 
former service men are bitter over 
net results of the G.I. Bill of 
Rights and other legislation for 
their benefit. 

Lt. Col. Winthrop Rockefeller 
said a top level co-ordinator em- 
powered to “cut red tape and act” 
is needed. He reported on a six- 
month survey which he _ said 
showed both the Federal Govern- 
ment and local communities are 
“confused” for lack of a “master 
plan” for dealing with veterans’ 
problems, Cities covered ‘in the 
survey included St. Louis. 

Rockefeller made no criticism 
of Gen. Omar N. Bradley, veter- 
ans’ administrator, or the Veter- 
ans’ Administration whose record 
of accomplishment he termed 
“spectacular.” 

The survey was undertaken at 
the request of Secretary of War 
Patterson who indorsed the report. 

15 Agencies Involved. 

A single official is needed, 
Rockefeller advised, to co-ordinate 
the ‘work of more than 15 federal 
agencies, including the Veterans’ 
Administration, which deal direct- 
ly or indirectly with the veterans. 

Urging prompt “drastic action” 
Rockefeller reported that “in spite 
of the fact that.an important ma- 
jority of veterans have accom- 
plished reintegration into the com- 
munity, disillusionment is ram- 
pant, and unemployment § and 
under-employment have reached 
distressing proportions.” 

Aside from appointment of a 
top-level co-ordinator, he recom- 
mended: 

1. Creation of a citizens’ group 
to conduct a far-reaching em- 
ployment drive “designed to cor- 
rect injustices and hardships 
that have been the lot of far too 
many deserving men.” 

2. Steps to amend the adminis. 
trative legislation of certain por- 
tions of the G.I, Bill of Rights 
“which currently does not pro- 
vide for either effective or ef- 
ficient operation.” 

3. Active support of organiza- 
tions devoted to study and solu- 
tion of problems involving racial 
prejudice and _ discrimination, 
along with “wise, tempered lead- 
ership” by wartime military 
leaders of efforts to prevent in- 
justices due to color. 

Patterson Praises Report. 

Patterson praised Rockfeller’s 
findings as “thorough, construc- 
tive and sympathetic” in an ad- 
dress last night at the National 
Conference of Veterans Affairs. 

The report, dated July 18, had 
been withheld more than four 
months but Patterson offered no 
explanation for the delay in its re- 
lease. 

Although the Federal Govern- 
ment has been “more than gener- 
ous” in monetary appreciation of 
veterans’ services, Rockefeller said 
“disillusionment is growing into 
bitterness” among the former serv- 
ice men over the net results of 
the G.I. Bill of Rights with its 
provisions for education, loans, 
housing priorities, and hospitaliza- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, he said, the public 
accepts. the attitude that its re- 
sponsibility has been discharged 
because of the bill of rights legis- 
lation. 

Difficulties of Negroes. 

The Negro veteran, he asserted, 
has encountered the most diffi- 
culties in reverting to civilian life 
“because his color nullifies the fact 
that he is a veteran.” 

On specific agencies and prob- 
lems, Rockefeller reported: 

Draft Boards—With the war's 
end, the Selective Service Act 
proved inadequate for clear-cut 
rulings on many cases of disputed 
job rights. 

Retraining and Re-employment 
Administration—has all but out- 
lived its usefulness. 

United States Employment Serv- 
ice—Viewed with suspicion and 
resentment by the business world, 
and return of the agency to state 
contro] will have an injurious ef- 
fect on the placement of veterans. 
(Since the report was written, the 
service has largely been returned 
to state control.) 

Community Responsibility—Non- 
veterans are unable to understand 
why an average of three years 
military’ service should have such 
a tremendous influence on the 
lives and thinking of so many vet- 
erans. 

G. I. Bill of Rights—Colleges are 
overcrowded, dwellings unobtain- 
able, on-the-job training .often a 
“racket,” VA hospitals .ull, and 
many veterans are drawing jobless 
pay. 

Rockefeller is a grandson of the 
late John D. Rockefeller. 


COMMERCIAL TYPE OF COLOR 
TELEVISION RECEIVER SHOWN 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP)—A 
television receiver reproducing 
pictures in color, which the de- 
signers announced as the “first 
commercial model,” was shown in 
* @ special demonstration yesterday. 

It functions on the color-disc 
system developed by Dr. Peter C. 
Goldmark of the Columbia Broad- 
casting System. 

Similar in appearance to the set 
previously used in C.B.8S. showings, 
it was built by engineers of the 
Bendix radio division at Balti- 
morée. Though it was stated that 
only a limited number were to be 
produced, no price as to its pos- 
sible cost was given. 

The show was supplied by C.BS. 
over its experimental transmitter. 
Some difficulty was encountered 
in the test, due primarily to the 
sound, but the over-all results com- 
pared favorably with earlier C.B.S 
showings.

Warren R. Austin, chief Ameri- 
can delegate, gave the _  long- 
awaited decision befor the 54- 
nation Headquarters Committee.

Austin said he was not advocat- 
ing any particular site on the 
eastern seaboard and suggested 
that delegates think over the 
whole question before voting. The 
three areas in the east under con- 
sideration are Philadelphia, New 
York and Boston. 

Austin set forth the American 
position afttr strongly denying a 
Russian representative’s charges 
that the United States had been 
lobbying for San Francisco. 

“At no time has it been the in- 
tention of the United States to 
undertake to persuade any other 
delegations to choose any site,” he 
declared. 

Austin then traced the attitude 
of his Government on the whole 
site question and stressed its neu- 
trality up to this point. He added 
that the United States now was 
making its position known because 
of pressure from other members 
and the time has come “when we 
can’t postpone a statement of our 
position.” 

Russian Delegate George Saskin 
last night accused Warren of “cam- 
paigning” for San Francisco, and 
said that “under no eircumstances 
will the. delegation of the Soviet 
Union go to San Francisco.”

E have all, naturally enough, been watching with deep interest 
and concern the struggle between the American Government 
It is bound to interest us since, if the

It would swiftly cripple trans- 
port and, to take one commodity 
only, the delay in the shipments 
of grain might easily be fata] to 
the effort at preventing both epi- 
demics and the reduction of nutri- 
tiona] standards in all countries 
where, as in Greece and occupied 
Germany, the prospects of the 
coming winter are bound to be 
viewed with alarm. Rarely has 
the interdependence of national! 
economics been more grimly il- 
juminated, 

It-is not excessive to say that 
the interest of the whole world 
depends upon a rapid settlement 
of the dispute. How it is settled 
is, of course, wholly a matter 
which Americans must determine 
between themselves, Nor are we 
in Europe directly concerned with 
the strategy Lewis employs in or- 
der to become “top dog” in the 
internecine warfare of American 
trade unions. But we are bound 
to watch with grave disturbance 
three aspects of this dispute which 
affect the economic prospects of 
most people alive today whose liv- 
ing is not obtained directly from 
the cultivation of the soil. 


Side-Door Injunction, 


Let me take one special point 
first. Ever since the Norris-La- 
Guardia Act was passed it had 
been assumed that the injunction 
was no longer to be used in Amer- 
ican labor disputes as a weapon 
against the trade unions. It now 
comes back through a side door. 
It is based upon an act passed for 
the emergency of war which will 
itself cease to have validity in a 
brief time. It assumes that once 
property is under operation by 
the Government strikes are of ne- 
cessity invalid. It puts the Gov- 
ernment, as an industrialist, upon 
a different level from any other 
business agent. It is thus prac- 
tically enforcing compulsory arbi- 
tration in government-run indus- 
try by meking strikes there sub- 
ject to attack by injunction. 


This must be read in the light 
of the drastic and swift action 
taken some months ago by Presi- 
dent Truman against the Ameri- 
ean railroad brotherhoods when 
they decided to strike for better 
wares and conditions. Are we 
entering upon an epoch where 
“public interest” in any great busi- 
ness concern means that the power 
of the state will be invoked to pre- 
vent a break in the continuity of 
service in any vital industry? 


If so, there are two very im- 
portant questions to be asked and 
geoswered. The first is whether 

the prevention of such a break 
will be maintained on both sides. 
Will employers be prevented from 
locking out their men in a vital in- 
custry? The second is whether, 
when grievances are deeply felt, 
resort to the injunction is likely 
to be of any serious avail. 


Time for Fresh Thinking. 


Already the use of the injunction 
has put both the AFL and the CIO 
in full unity behind Lewis. Has it 
not become urgently necessary to 
think out afresh the whole connec- 
tion between trade unions and the 
state power, especially in indus- 
tries either publicly owned or af- 
fected with a vital public interest? 
Are not completely outmoded wea- 
pens being used for situations 
where those who brandish them 
are bound to do more harm than 
@ood? 

Thet is the first question. The 
second is the view we are to take 
of the international responsibility 
of American business men who, 
with the recent victory of the Re- 
publicans, hardly trouble to con- 
ceal their view that they are going 
to have a real “showdown” with 
labor over the gains in status and 
authority made by the unions be- 
tween 1933 and 1946. By the prac- 
tically complete abolition of price 
control they have. liberated the 
market economy from any major 
form of Government intervention. 
They are going to use the tariff 
weapon to the full to prevent for- 
eign competition invading the 
home market. 


The serious increase in the price 


level since the election has already 


cut sharply the value of the loans 
made by the American Govern- 
ment so as to create a grave pur- 
chasing problem by every borrow- 
ig nation. If on top of all this 
we are to enter upon an epoch in 
which American business is to 
fight American labor on the indus- 
trial field while the Republicans 
set out to paralyze and discredit 
the Democrats on the political, the 
whole policy amounts to a blow at 
European civilization from which 
in ite present terrible condition it 
may be as difficult to recover as 
it was, to take one decisive exam- 
ple, for Germany to recover from 
the terrible effect of the Thirty 
Years War almost exactly 300 
years ago, 
Interdependent Policies,

mally, also, the determination of 
American big business to put the 
American trade unions in their 
place is also a matter with which 
Americans alone are concerned. 

Actually, what is really in- 
volved in the decisions taken 
under both heads is the future 
standard of life of European 
peoples for many years to come. 
There has been a bumper harvest 
in the United States; transporta- 
tion difficulties may prevent an 
undernourished Europe from bene- 
fitting by its possibilities. 

That means, among other 
things, less machine tools, there- 
fore less reconstruction of Eu- 
ropean industry, less adaptation 
to the needs of a modernized tech- 
nology. All this, in its turn, means 
the . prolongation of economic 
hardship in Europe. It- is not 
difficult to see that such a pro- 
longation is bound to have very 
serious political repercussions 
within a short space of time. As 
Lord Keynes remarked in a fa- 
mous sentence, “Men will not 
always starve quietly.” 


Effect on European Politics, 


All this is to say that the 
struggle for economic power with- 
in America is going to have a 
profound bearing upon the polit- 
ical struggle in Europe. 

It will have an even deeper in- 
fluence if the result of present 
American tendencies is towards 
an inflation which begets a boom 
to be followed very quickly by a 
slump. The economy of most Eu- 
rope is reaching a stage where 
the degree of its dependence upon 
decisions in America it cannot 
hope to affect is overwhelming; 
that is hardly less true of the 
British economy than it is of 
others, 

The direction of an economy 
does not settle 100 per cent an 
international direction; it- would 
be excessive to make any such 
claim. But European statesmen 
ought to be aware that the Amer- 
ican signals are set at danger. 
They ought to avoid all policies 
which involve any excessive sub- 
ordination to the purposes that 
American business leaders are 
now making plain, 

For wise men, that ought to 
mean the fullest possible economic 
relations with Russia; and it is 
elementary that this means good 
political relations, I hope we 
shall act upon these lines before 
becoming the victims of the 
American battle now being re- 
hearsed,

When Gardner's name was first 
put forward by friends, the de- 
partment quickly applied the 
Cordell Hull loyalty test. This in- 
volves no personal fealty to Hull; 
it tests allegiance to the great 
Hull principles of peace through 
trade or as he succinctly put it 
so often in plain Tennessean, 
“Bullets or bacon.” Believing that 
what nations can’t get peaceably 
they will try to get by force, Hull 
called for equality of treatment 
and reduction of excessive trade 
barriers. These are cornerstones 
of United States policy. 

His Record Combed, 

The Gardner record and spoken 
words were combed. The South, 
including the grand old man him- 
self, Hull, was polled. The North 
Carolinian passed gloriously. But 
Secretary Snyder was reluctant 
to part with Gardner and, not yet 
approached by the White House, 
Gardner played possum. 

Came the elections and Repub- 
lican victory. It appeared clear 
that the sands were running out 
for Democrats who hoped to em- 
bellish their public careers with 
the title of ambassador extraordi- 
nary and minister plenipetentiary.

The report, made public by a 
Republican minority over objec- 


tions by the committee majority 
and by Secretary of War Patter- 
son, makes serious charges of im- 
morality, black market operations 
and lax law enforcement among 
our troops in Germany. 

It airs in startling summary 
many criticisms which have been 
leveled before against the Amer- 
ican military government, 

Without drawing any conclu- 
sions on the issues at hand, I 
should like to report on facts I 
learned and opinions of the men I 
talked to in Germany last summer. 
They range from privates to gen- 
erals. 

Conduct of Troops. 

Let's first consider our troops 
and their conduct: 

When war ended more than 18 
months ago, we had hundreds of 
thousands of veteran combat sol- 
diers. They had fought and won 
a rugged war. They wanted to go 
home—and most did. 

Transition Problem, 

But during the transition from 
war to occupation many men set 
a pattern for those who were to 
replace them. This group estab- 
lished black markets, formed lial- 
sons with German girls, conducted 
themselves generally like carpet- 
baggers. They didn’t constitute the 
whole army, but it was inevitable 
that a big army, just through a 
nerve-tearing war, would have 
them in it, 

Younger, less thoroughly trained 
groups who replaced them—not as 
a whole, but still in good propor- 
tion—took up where their prede- 
cessors had left off. 

Now the Army, struggling to re- 
organize itself and at the same 
time govern a chaotic and defeat- 
ed nation, gradually has choked 
down the black markgt by intro- 
ducing currency books’ which 
strictly limit the amount soldiers 
can send home. 

The only black market of any 
size now that I knew'about within 
the Army itself last summer was 
in the trading by individual sol- 
diers of their cigarettes and extra 
or stolen Army food to German 
civilians. This enables the enlisted

man to get cheap liquor and 
speeds his courtships. It enables 
the officer to buy furniture and

“The only way to stop this black 
market,” many officers dnd men 
have told me, “is to make ciga« 
rettes and food so plentiful in 
Germany they will have no extra 
value,” 

That is not in immediate pros 
pect. A curb that has been suge 
gested, however, would be to limit 
the mailing of cigarettes or food 
to American Army men and Amere 
ican civilians in Germany who us¢@ 
them chiefly for re-sale, 


Youth and German Girls. 


The youth and inexperience of 
Army replacements has been of 
grave concern to Army command- 
ers. Many lack the stability to 
keep from going astray. 

“I believe that, if the average 
soldier was in an older age 
bracket, we would be able to do 
more than we are now’ doing,” 
said Maj. Gen. Frank A. Keating, 
chief of the Berlin garrison. 

Soldiers agree that many among 
them are promiscuous with Ger- 
man girls. It should be pointed 
out, on the other hand, that in a 
high percentage of cases the giri 
is the aggressor. An American 
soldier is a real catch now in im- 
poverished Germany—even on @ 
temporary basis. And Hitler 
taught the frauleing not to hoid 
their virtue very high. 

Army leaders are fighting the 
venereal disease rate by putting 
troops in barracks, allowing only 
approved German girls at social 
functions, and placing German 
cafes “off limits.” The weapon 
they want and lack is the old 
power to discipline soldier victims 
of venereal disease via the guard. 
house and paycheck deductions. 

As to immorality among higher 
officers, you hear gossip but see 
little evidence, And as one junior 
officer observed: 

“Their wives are here now, and 
the big boys have to stay in line 
—whether they like to or not.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

With reference to the views expressed 

in a letter by Wm. W. Adams, who sets 
forth his opposition to compulsory mili- 
tary training. 
In the name of God and humanity, 
Mr. Adams requests, in effect, that we 
repudiate our military leaders’ plans for 
compulsory military training, These very 
men successfully guided the nation to 
victory. Few people question their pa- 
triotism, sincerity and integrity. For the 
layman, common sense and good judg- 
ment can only support such men. Very 
recent history clearly sketches the error 
of unpreparedness, And it is scarcely 
fair to those who fought or labored dur- 
ing this war to deny this country the 
security of the military forces needed 
only to assure the victory. 

Mr, Adams decries the liquor, sex, 
profanity to which army camps subject- 
ed “thousands of our finest youths,” and 
further states camp conditions are such 
that many parents, even veterans and 
chaplains, would con#ign their sons to 
cemeteries in preference. Come now, are 
we to believe that? 

Is it not known that Army regulations 
are strict coneerning liquor? Is not all 
the public aware of the many recrea- 
tional and educational facilities provided 
by the Army; the orderliness and health- 
ful routine-of military life. I know of 
mo camp or base wherein adequate re- 
ligious services are not held for all the 
principal faiths. Surely the many sin- 
cere and hardworking chaplains must 
experience grave disappointment if so 
little as this is known of their labors. 

Most of these complaints regarding 
military life’s adverse moral effect upon 
youth appear as ill-advised and exaz- 
gerated in the light of statements by 
informed men like J. Edgar Hoover and 
Attorney General Tom Clark who, among 
others, point to an only normal, if not 


low, incidence of crime among veterans, 
but a sharp contrasting, alarming 
(civilian) juvenile delinquency. Now 


there is a deserving field for aggressive, 
positive endeavor. 

Some feel this denunciation of the life 
and circumstances in which a young man, 
renders honorable service to his country 
strongly hints at bogey-hunting. 

I should lke to suggest, respectfully, 
that effort be directed toward correct- 
ing whatever objectionable moral condi- 
tions, if any, exist in the military forces, 
and, at the same time, to maintain the 
strength necessary to support and sus- 
tain our accepted international ai ee

This act is 
the’ mainstay of the Government's land 
reform program in Puerto Rico as far 
back as March 16, 1942. | 

The United States Supreme Court up- 
held the current land program of the 
insular Government in a now historic 
case. That earlier decision in effect 
was more firmly established last month 
when the court refused to reopen con- 
sideration, so you see “peonage” did not 
win but lost again.

Design for the Valley 


Gov. Donnelly’s conference tomorrow on & 
flood control policy for Missouri will have pri- 
marily two questions to answer. The first: Is 
Missouri having to pay too great a cost in land 
under the Pick-Sloan Plan because of the com- 
promise-settled disagreements of the Army En- 
gineers and the Reclamation Bureau? The sec- 
ond; Is Missouri receiving as much compensa- 
tory benefit as it would receive if soil conser- 
vation, forestation, resettlement, agricultural 
guidance and the other essentials of a rounded 
program were given equal status with flood 
control, power and navigation? 

No one really knows the answer to the ‘irst 

, question. No agency of the Federal Govern- 
ment has yet studied and designed plans for 
the development of the Missouri River and the 
Missouri Valley without having to compromise 
its engineering ideas and agree to projects it 
considers unnecessary and wasteful of public 
funds, in order to avoid being stymied by some 
other Federal agency. , 

The answer to the second question ought to 
be obvious. The compensatory elements of a 
program which must necessarily take some land 
out of cultivation for reservolr storage are in 
the’ Pick-Sloan Plan—at least some of them are 
—but they are overshadowed by the special in- 
terests of the two Federal agencies that have 
got the whip hand—Army and Reclamation, 

Missouri and every other state in the valley, 
in fact, all the states in the Union, have a stake 
in making sure that every element of a com- 
prehensive development program receives its 
proper emphasis. To be sure, the Soil Con- 
servation Service, for example, is participating 
in the Interagency Committee which the Army 
dominates—but the primary emphases are on 
navigation and flood control, and will continue 
to be so long as the Army is dominant. This is 
not to derogate the importance of those elements 
of the program. It is only to say that they 
should not overshadow other elements which 
also are of primary importance. 

Can Gov. Donnelly and the members of _ his 
official family who will confer in Jefferson City 
tomorrow come to the conclusion that the best 
way for Missouri to profit most and lose least 
in the development of the Missouri Valley is 
for the development to be entrusted to a coh- 
geries of agencies — agencies with conflicting 
interests which are constantly jockeying for ad- 
vantage and compromising theif convictions in 
order to buy off opposition? 

The only kind of agency that can plan for 
the valley as a whole and give equal emphasis 
to all the primary objectives is one that em- 
braces every part of the whole. Only by such 
an agency can the sacrifice which any state must 
make in the interest of a greater progress be 
kept to a minimum, and the compensating bene- 
fits be developed to a maximum. No such agency 
exists in the Missouri Valley, but the design 
for it exists in legislation introduced in Con- 
gress for the creation of an MVA.

FRANKFURT, Dec. 4 (UP)—The Army 
announced today that officers in the Euro- 
pean theater may now take enlisted men to 
officers’ messes as guests.

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As Usual 


With Wilson Wyatt’s resignation, the emer- 
gency housing program for veterans, which was 
already staggering under interference and at- 
tacks, is in gravest straits. Mr. Truman says 
that the objective remains, but Mr. Truman’s 
words are too often better than his deeds. 
That’s why Wyatt quit. 

Over Wyatt’s protest, Truman struck price 
controls off building materials, inviting a boom- 
let of high-priced houses which not one veteran 
in 100 can buy. He did not make Government 
agencies disgorge their hoards of scarce ma- 
terials. He would not curb the lavish hand of 
CPA Administrator John D. Small, who favored 
all manner of non-residential and non-essential 
construction, And finally, when Wyatt turned 
hopefully to the prefabricated housing industry, 
George Allen of RFC played the role of a 
note-shaver, and Truman accepted his court 
fool's counsel. 

“Henceforth,” says Truman, “the program 
must be given its proper emphasis in the ovet- 
all economy.” That is, less emphasis. The war 
is over, and Mr. Truman is panting for decon- 
trol. Henceforth, homeless veterans—some of 
them heroes living in damp basements and un- 
heated garages—can take their chances, New 
stores, taverns, bowling alleys and mansion 
builders will outbid them. What price the brave 
new world promised to brave men? 

“Business as usual, housing as usual, banking 
as usual,” one of Wyatt’s aids summed up. And 
Truman as usual.

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Petitioner McCawley Redivivus 

We note with more than ordinary interest that 
the sponsor of the proposed amendment to the 
new Missouri Constitution to increase the pay 
of legislators from $1500 to $3600 a year is none 
other than our old fellow-toiler in the field of 
State Government, former Senator A. L. McCaw- 
ley of Carthage. 

Mr. McCawley has sponsored referendum pro- 
posals before and he has been known to initiate 
them by the petition method when they were 
not submitted by the Legislature. .A memorable 
instance was the famous “catchall” amendment 
of 1938 which ran to 10,000 words of official 
printing in every county in Missouri and dealt 
with just about all the issues then under discus- 
sion except the 13-month calendar and the 
metric system. 

The past, of course, is no sure guide for the 
present. It may well be that Brother McCawley 


has an unexceptionable proposal this time and 
that in the end every mother’s son and daughter 
in Missouri will want to go down the line for it. 
But until we get a chance to read all the fine 
print, we are staying open-minded about it. 
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An Unequal Tax Cut? 


In spite of a pro-Democratic bias in the Chica- 
go Sun’s editorial reprinted on this page, the 
Sun raises a potent objection against the G.O.P. 
promise of uniform 20 per cent income tax re- 
ductions. Such a measure would decrease the 
share of poorer-than-average people in the na- 
tional income and increase the share of the rich- 
er-than-average. The Sun's figures actually un- 
derstate that fact, because the cut would stimu- 
late purchasing by its beneficiaries, thereby bid- 
ding up the prices which must be paid by rich 
and poor alike. 

Any such income redistribution would be most 
unwise at this time. Economic recession lies 
ahead, It will be all the worse if it finds low- 
income people with a smaller fractional claim on 
the country’s output than they have now. There 
may have been a certain abstract injustice to 
Jarge taxpayers when a Democratic Congress 
foolishly took several million of the smallest tax- 
payers off the rolls. If the Republicans try to 
restore the balance by relieving large taxpayers 
now, however, it will hurt the poor far more 
than Democratic tax-cutting helped them. 

While the broader issue does not come up in 
the Sun’s argument, it would be folly to cut any- 
one’s income taxes while general price levels are 
still rising. To be sure, everyone expects reces- 
sion later. But lowering taxes before prices 
pass the peak can only make them rise a while 
longer, leaving a worse sag at the end. Tax re- 
lief should wait until after the peak, and even 
then it should be cgncentrated in. the brackets 
where it will most revive demand#Mor goods and 
services. 
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The Last Lap of Luxury 

President Truman’s confession that he doesn’t 
know whether the White House is heated by coal 
or by oil marks him in these days as a favored 
citizen. Most of us are all too keenly, or jubi- 
lantly—respectively—aware of whether it is coal 
or oll, 
The President, however, is more fortunate even 
than those who are sure it is oil. He is so for- 
tunate he doesn’t have to know or worry about 
not knowing. As a luxury, it ranks with not 
knowing what one’s actual income is, or how 
much the yacht costs to run, or (seventh among 
the heavens!) the amount of the income tax. 
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Year after year, the story crops up of some 
penitentiary inmate who prefers staying in to 
getting out. And year after year it keeps seem- 
ing less odd and less odd. 
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Lovesong to a Double-Decker 

The passing of the double-deck bus on New 
York’s Fifth Avenue, to be superseded by the 
single-deck bus, is an occasion for a sigh, anda 
we mean a nice, long, romantic one. 

The promises that the new busses will have 
plush seats, indirect lighting and ventilating sys- 
tems, are not good and sufficient placation. The 
top deck of the double-deck bus was never mere- 
ly a means of transportation. Like the stately 
pleasure-dome in Coleridge’s poem about Kubla 
Khan, it was music made carnate, 

As the Associated Press reports with its accus- 
tomed dedication to detail, the top deck was 
where sweethearts held hands. It was also a 
place where being in love, in general—with a 
girl,,or with proud New York, or just with life 
~—was today’s specia]. From the upper deck, the 
city spread out as from nowhere else—not from 
the head of the Statue of Liberty, or from the 
Empire State Building, or from a balcony over- 
looking Central Park West. It was an adventure 
in daydreaming to look at New York from the 
top deck of a Fifth Avenue bus. 

Where the bus turned into Riverside Drive, the 
cold, fresh airs of the Hudson blew across the 
skydeck, if it was the open sort, and they were 
exactly the thing for sweeping the cobwebs of 
sleep or weariness or plain unprofitable worry 
from any head. 

That the tall, thin vehicle seemed perpetually 
to be on.the verge of falling over on one side 
or the other, out of the sheer unlikeliness of 
its design, only added to the piquancy of the 
occasion, The climb up the narrow winding 
stairway; the swaying of the bus, exaggerated 
from up there; the sudden emergence of the 
conductor from downstairs; the ping of dimes 
being pushed into his coin machine; the warm 
resurgence of privacy as officialdom clambered 
back downstairs; that was the double-decker bus, 
of pleasant memory.

A 20 per cent cut in income taxes for 
everybody—that is the slogan with which 
many Republican leaders approach the new 
Congress, Some members of the majority- 
elect, overcome by the caution of power, 
have begun to hedge a bit. But the party’s 
House steering committee went all out for 
the flat 20 per cent; and, indeed, a great 
many voters are under the distinct impres- 
sion that the Republicans promised exactly 
that during the campaign.

So it is worth while to consider how this 
policy would work out when applied to a 
typical family—say, a married couple with 
two children. 


First of all, no family of four with earn- 
ings of less than $42 a week would be af- 
fected. For a family of four, the present 
income tax does not begin until weekly 
earnings reach $43. It was the Seventy- 
ninth Congress, at the urging of a Demo- 
cratic administration, which removed 12,- 
000,000 low-income families from the in- 
come-tax rolls this year. 


No Gain for Many 


Factory workers today earn, on the aver- 
age, about $44 a week. Thus it can be said 
at the outset that the great bulk of indus- 
trial workers would gain little or nothing 
from the Republican tax policy. 


This melon is reserved, in the main, for 
white-collar groups in the middle and up- 
per income brackets. And the slice to be 
handed each member of those groups would 
be measured by his place in the income 
scale. The bigger the income, the bigger 
the slice. It is like serving a Thanksgiving 
dinner at which the lucky individuals at 
the head of the table get heaping plates, 
while those at the foot have to make do 
with a sliver of wing. 


Thus for a family of four earning $43 a 
week, the grand and glorious result of a 
20 per cent tax cut will be a saving of 2 
cents a week, The same family with tax- 
able earnings of $50 will save 26 cents a 
week. At weekly earnings of $75, the week- 
ly saving under a 20 per cent cut will 
amount to $1.10. At earnings of $95, the 
saving will be $1.82 a week. At $100 it will 
be $2.25, 


$25,000 Income—Free Car 


Now, of course, we're beginning to get 
into real money, as taxes go. Earning- $100 
a week, the family of four, if granted a 
20 per cent cut, would pay $117 less in taxes 
next year than it is paying this year. If 
the same family’s earnings are $190 a week, 
its tax saving for the year would be $290. 
And so on up the scale. 


Just to get a whiff of what things are 
like in the upper reaches, consider that for 
a $25,000 income (family of four), the 20 
per cent tax cut would mean a saving of 
$1482 a year. That’s the price of a new 
car, 


It is interesting to compare the effects 
of a flat-rate tax cut with the effects of 
another -Republican policy. The Republi- 
cans were the decisive factor this year in 
breaking down price control, They can, 
therefore, fairly be charged with primary 
responsibility for the increased cost of liv- 
ing since last June, when the old price-con- 
trol law expired. A reasonable estimate of 
the rise since June is 13 per cent. Every- 
body knows that many items, particularly

food and clothing, have gone up far more; 
but the over-all cost-of-living index, includ- 
ing such items as rent which have not ad- 
vanced, has risen by about 13 per cent. 


The impact of this rise in the cost of liv- 
ing is exactly opposite from that of a flat- 
rate tax cut. It hits the low-income fam- 
ily hardest, is felt least by those of high 
income, A $43-a-week family, for example, 
gets very slight relief from a tax reduction, 
but feels the higher cost of living at every 
trip to the grocery store. On the other hand, 
a $25,000-a-year family, which saves the 
price of a new car under a 20 per cent tax 
cut, can take a 13 per cent rise in living 
costs in stride. 


Planned It This Way? 


Suppose the $43-a-week family had been 
putting a little more than 10 per cent of its 
income into savings of some kind and 
spending the rest—$38 a weék—to live. This 
family now has to spend $42,94 to live. From 
a 20 per cent tax cut the family gains 2 
cents a week; from a 13 per cent rise in 
the cost of living it loses $4.94. Net loss 
from both Republican policies: $4.92 a week. 


Or consider the same family with earn- 
ings of $75 a week, which has been sav- 
ing 15 per cent of its income and spending 
$63.75. The rise in cost of living has cost 
this family $9.56 a week, while a 20 per 
cent tax cut would save it $1.10. Ne@ loss 
from both Republican policies: $846 a 
week, 


Everybody likes to have his taxes cut. 
But it is quite clear that a flat-rate reduc- 
tion across the board is an unfair method 
of cutting them, If the Republicans go 
through with their plan they will benefit 
most those who need it least and benefit 
least those who have been hardest hit by 
the rising cost of living. 


Maybe that is how the Republicans want 
it. After all, it was the upper-income groups 
that kicked in most of their campaign con- 
tributions,

THE GREAT WAR FOR THE EMPIRE: THE YEARS OF 
DEFEAT, {754-1757. (THE BRITISH EMPIRE BEFORE 
THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION, Vol. Vi), by Lawrence 
Henry Gipson. (Alfred A, Knopf, New York.) 
Professor Gipson of Lehigh University is 

engaged on a truly monumental work, His 
plan for a history of the British Empire 
during the quarter-century before the 
American Revolution calls for 12 volumes. 
Since his first five volumes merely laid the 
groundwork, filling in the complex back- 
ground for the narrative of events‘that be- 
gins in the present volume, they lacked the 
interest for the general reader of this one 
in which he steps boldly out to follow in 
the footsteps of the great Parkman. 

Familiar episodes of our history appear 
in startling new light. The author dares 
to lay impious hands on some of the most 
cherished parts of our national tradition. It 
may well be that some of the more red- 
blooded sons and daughters of the Revolu- 
tion will not easily forgive him for turning 
into myths that which they had previously 
so venerated.

Thus Gipson contends that the French 
and Indian War, renamed by him “The 
Great War for the Empire,” was not the 
result of another of King George's Euro 
pean adventures, as traditionalists like 
Paine and Bancroft depicted it, but actu- 
ally and essentially an American war. The 
mother-country is shown as being involved, 
much against her will, by the inability of 
the colonists to withstand the thrusts of 
the aggressive French who began the 
struggle. 

Again, whereas Paine pictured our in- 
domitable pioneer ancestors as marching 
irresistibly westward to ai continental 
destiny, Gipson suggests that, but for the 
timely aid rendered at this time to the 
colonists by Britain, America might easily 
have suffered the fate of Chile and been 
confined ingloriously to the east of the 
Appalachians by the power of France,

Reprisal on Atomic Bomb Monopoly

ECENTLY this column told the story of how the United States’s 
a valuable element in the process of atomic 
fission, was shut off by the fiat of an Indian Maharajah. The 


order shutting off America’s supply of thorium from India came after 
the United States had refused a British request for atomic bombs. 


Further facts that have come to 
light make this episode seem even 
more revealing. Both British and 
American authorities deny that 
the ban on thorium from India is 
a deliberate retaliation. Neverthe- 
less, it has the look of a reprisal. 

The thorium that has been used 
by the Manhattan Project in the 
production of atomic energy comes 
from a mineral known as mona- 
zite sand. Monazite sand con- 
tains 27 other different kinds of 
rare materials essential to indus- 
try. In past years the United 
States has imported about two- 
thirds of its required supply of 
monazite sand from the State of 


from Brazil. 


A Blank Wall. 


Last April, the three American 
firms importing monazite sand 
for refining in this country were 


lowed to get any more of the prod- 
uct from Travancore. This meant 
the end of a smal] but essential 
American industry if the ban was 
to be permanent. Incidentally, the 
products derived from monazite 
sind are even more important to 
industry in war than in peace. 

The leading importer and refin- 
er is the Lindsay Light & Chem- 
ical] Co. of Chicago. Charles R. 
Lindsay, head of the company, 
went immediately to London. 
There, he came up against a blank 
wall. 

Lindsay was told politely that, 
since Travancore is an indepen- 
dent state, there is little that the 
British Government can do about 
the ban. The Maharajah, he was 
told, wanted to develop industry 
in his own country instead of be- 
ing merely a supplier of raw ma- 
terials, 


Runaround for Lindsay. 


Returning to this country, Lind- 
say sought help in Washington. 
He had the backing of the other 
two firms dealing with this rare 
material—one in Maywood, N.J., 
and the other in Brooklyn. 

Lindsay entered into correspond- 
ence with Canada’s Minister of 
Supply, C. D. Howe, suggesting 
that if Empire Preference and 
the need for dollars was the issue, 
he would be willing to consider 
building a refining plant in Can- 
ada. Howe took the matter up 
with London. Later he sent word

They do, however, remind the 
American inquirer that we have a 
law which prohibits the export of 
any fissionable material except 
under license. This is a provision 
of the law, adopted by the last 
Congress, covering control of 
atomic energy. Perhaps, it is 
gently, intimated, the Maharajah 
of Travancore may have read this 
law. He may feel the same way 
about the export of thorium from 
his country. 

That is where the matter stands 
today. If there are no imports 
from India by February or March, 
the entire film industry will grad- 
ually come to a standstill. 

This, of course, is minor com- 
pared to the larger meaning that 
the episode may have.

Another success was registered 
by the St. Louis Community Play- 
house last night with the opening 
of “Craig’s Wife,” Pulitzer Prize 
play by George Kelly, and its sec- 
ond production of the season. 

Kelly’s bitter, biting study of a 
selfish woman whose ruling pas- 
sion for material security in the 
form of a well-ordered household 
caused her to shut out love and 
companionship, revolves so closely 
around the title role that its per- 
formance makes or breaks the 
production. As the protagonist, 
Betty Godwin carried the play 
with an excellent performance. 
She had a cold, brittle force that 
was held tightly within bounds, 
that broke into incredulity and 
semi-hysteria as her finely dusted 
little kingdom broke down about 
her head. This is the first ap- 
pearance of Miss Godwin, a sec- 
retary in private life, at the Play- 
house, 

The play, written in the ‘'20s, 
shows its age, especially in the 
first act, where the dialogue some- 
times sounds stilted in the quar- 
rel between Mrs. Craig and her 
aunt, and the exposition of Mrs. 
Craig’s character virtually brings 
action to a standstill. Director 
Bradford Whitney has cut almost 
20 pages from the script in the 
first act, but it still seems too 
talky. He has again done a pro- 
fessional job of direction with this 
vehicle. One criticism we would 
like to make is that the wait aft- 
er the last line, before the final 
curtain, while Mrs, Craig absorbs 
the shocking impact of the fact 
that her husband has left her and 
her sister has died without her at 
the bedside, is too long. Miss God- 
win stares out the window and 
then gazes into a spotlight in the 
slowly darkening room for a mat- 
ter of moments. It seems to be 
rather belaboring the obvious. 

The rest of the cast was quite 
adequate, as a whole, although not 
brilliant. This applies especially 
to the work of Keith Gunther as 
Walter Craig, and Mary Gordon 
as the aunt. The roles of the two 
detectives, it might be noted, 
seemed badly miscast. 

The play will be repeated tonight 
and Monday through Saturday of 
next week for the public, Club 
performances will follow.

Auction Ordered After Plan 
for Susan Blow Memorial 
Is Given Up.

The old Des Peres School will 
be put up at auction, the Board 
of Education Finance Committee 
voted yesterday. Mervyn E. Wie- 
thaupt, secretary-treasurer of the 
board, told the committee plans 
to make the school into a memo- 
rial for Susan Blow had been 
abandoned, 

Miss Blow established the first 
kindergarten in the United States 
in the school, at 6307 Michigan 
avenue, in 1873. The school has 
been closed for about 10 years. 


When the board first proposed 
selling the building about a year 
ago, the Susan Blow Kindergarten 
Memorial Association was organ- 
ized and laid plans to raise: funds 
to put the building in good con- 
dition. 

Wiethaupt said the group had 
not provided routine maintenance 
to keep the building from de- 
teriorating and said he had been 
informed some members of the 
group had lost interest. The Unit- 
ed Pentecostal Church has _ in- 
quired if the building is for sale, 
saying it would like to establish 
its national headquarters there. 

Last year Roy L. Tartar, insur- 
ance man, offered the board $5000 
for the property, to be converted 
to a recreation center, 

Tartar said earnest money he 
had deposited with the board had 
been returned after the decision 
to lease the school to the memorial 
association. Tartar said he was 
not “too interested” in purchase 
of the building now, but added 
that he might think it over. 

Boaz B. Watkins, an attorney, 
who is president of the memorial 
association, said the organization 
would content itself with the erec- 
tion of a memorial marker to per- 
petuate the name of Susan Blow. 

“The association bogged down 
becausé it could not* get approxi- 
mately $3000 to keep the school 
from immediate deterioration,”

The increase for blended sirups 
will include most types, an OPA 
official said, as it applies to those 
kinds containing 20 per cent or 
more of sugar or corn sirup. : 

OPA said the increase on refin 

ers’ sirup results from higher cost 
of raw sugar, while the increase 
in blended sirup prices was at- 
tributed to higher prices of sugar 
and pure sirup,

Jules H. Steane collapsed today 
in United States District Court aft- 
er he had been sentenced to a 
term of four years in a peniten- 


out of the courtroom by deputy 
marshals, who told reporters he 
was suffering from a heart ail- 
ment and had been discharged 
from a hospital yesterday. 

Steane had pleaded guilty Nov. 
16 before Judge Rubey M. Hulen 
to an indictment charging him 
with extortion in four counts. 
Judge Hulen sentenced him today 
to four-year terms on each count, 
the sentences to run concurrently. 


“I have received numerous com- 
mendatory letters and telegrams 
on your kehalf,” Judge Hulen said 
before announcing sentence. “‘They 
say that you have reformed, but 
I do not believe that you. have. I 
think you have just been clever.” 
He then pronounced sentence, 
and Steane collapsed. 


Steane, an ex-convict, was ar- 
rested last Nov. 1 in Mobile, Ala., 
to end an lil-year search for him 
by Federal authorities. He had 
attempted to extort $20,000 from 
the late Dr. Bert Bebee under the 
threat of exposing an alleged vi- 
olation of income tax laws. 


Three other men involved in 
the plan pleaded guilty and were 
sentenced to a year in jail at that 
time. Steane jumped a $10,000 
bond and disappeared. He had 
been paroled from the State House 
of Correction at Marquette, Mich., 
in 1927 after serving two years of 
a manslaughter sentence. In 
1932, he was fined $500 for per- 
forming an illegal operation.

ROME, Dec. 5. 
HE Romans are charming and lovable people.

who appear to consider such public politeness 
sheer nonsense. Anybody silly enough to take 
his place at the tail end of a line in front of a 
post office window, teller’s cage or bus stop is 
likely to find hitnself still at the tail end of the 
line at sunset, Meanwhile he will take a severe 
beating from the football tactics of late comers 
who are convinced that their business is more 
urgent than that of anybody else in line. The 
only factor that saves such gatherings from com- 
plete chaos is that most Romans appear even 
more curious than hurried. Most will wait their 
turns as long as they can hang their chins on 
the shoulder of the man at the window, observing 
and excitedly discussing his business in fullest 
detail. Roman males practice a singularly effer- 
vescent custom of patting one another’s chins 
and planting resounding kisses upon one an- 
other's cheeks by way of greeting. This, however, 
is not as unnerving as the practice of Yugoslav 
men, who smack one another upon the lips— 
which last seems strange in a land which places 
great emphasis upon its masculine virility, 
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‘ROMANS POSSESS SINGULARLY acute vi- 
sion for identifying Americans on the hoof and 
can spot one infallibly as many as four blocks 
away. They seem also to consider it a patriotic 
duty to cheat him without mercy; whether as 
a belated means of winning the war or simply 
out of habit, it is hard to say. Once the Amer- 
ican betrays that he doesn’t speak their language 
and-therefore lacks tools for protecting himself 
in clinches, the pack gathers on all sides and 
attacks with gleeful ferocity. They'll tear the 
flesh off his bones, dig the fillings out of his 
teeth and bawi him out for having silver den- 
tistry instead of gold.

“BLUE SKIES,” playing at the AMBASSADOR this week,

A 
careless cook who lets her kitchen 
pile high with debris in her cook- 
ing operations is invariably one 
who does not think through the 
way to do the job best and do it 
in the easiest manner. The bigger 
the Mess, the slower she goes and 
the more tired she becomes, How 
she would profit if she would just 
stop and clean up and clear away. 
Nine times out of 10 she could do 
a beautiful job of cleaning up in 
10 minutes. Then she could think 
and see straight and at the same 
time she would suddenly become 
more rested. One just can’t re- 
main confused when order has 
been established. Keeping the 
kitchen in this workable condition 
is the secret of the calm collected 
hostess who does a swell job of 
entertaining her guests even after 
having cooked a beautiful meal. 

Date Bread. 

One cup all-purpose flour, one 
cup whole wheat flour, one cup 
bran flakes, one teaspoon soda, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one cup 
dates, one egg, one-half, cup light 
molasses, one and one-half cups 
buttermilk, one and one-half table- 
spoons Melted ghortening. — Sift 
all-purpose flour, measure and re- 
sift three times with the soda and 
salt. To measure whole wheat 
flour and bran, lift it by spoon- 
fuls into the cup, then level off. 
Stir these info the all-purpose 
flour mixture thoroughly. Cut 
dates medium fine with scissors, 
then mix them through the flour 
mixture until evenly distributed, 
using the finger tips. Beat egg, 
add molasses and milk and stir 
to blend thoroughly, then stir in 
melted shortening and quickly add 
Stir together, 
then beat until well mixed. Pour 
into a well-greased loaf pan. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
Fahrenheit). 

Note: to prevent a crack from 
forming on the top of the boaf, 
cover with a second pan of the 
Same size for the first 20 minutes 
of baking. Cool on a wire rack 
before slicing.

_ Mix two cups cooked, riced sweet 
potatoes with three tablespoons 
corn sirup, one-half cup raisins, 
washed and steamed, three table- 
spoons melted margarine, one-six- 
teenth teaspoon ground nutmeg 
and three-fourths teaspoon salt. 
Stir in three lightly beaten egg 
yolks. Then fold in three stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Turn into a 
greased casserole (four-cup) and 
bake at 350 degrees for 20-25 min- 
utes or until well browned. Serves 
four. Serve each child two cups 
of milk to drink in addition to 
that used in today’s menus, 


Apricot Nut Bread, 


One cup dried apricots, three. 
fourths cup warm water, two and

‘What good do they do me, anyway, Dad?’ he protested. ‘All I 
can play are classical pieces for recitals. But when I get to- 
gether with my pals at Boy Scout meeting, I can’t play “Hom+ 
on the Range” or “America the Beautiful” or any of the songs 
they want to sing. And it’s embarrassing, for they know I've 
taken piano for two years. Dad, I'd rather know how to play

HE diaphragm is the large, 
T sneath-like muscle which sep- 

arates the abdominal and chest 
cavities. In addition, it serves as 
our most important aid to breath- 
ing. Naturally, when so impor- 
tant a structure becomes in- 
flamed, symptoms are likely to be 
severe. The condition is the more 
hazardous because it may be mis- 
taken for a variety of other things 
—pleurisy or inflammation of the 
lining of the chest cavity, pneu- 
monia, appendicitis or gallbladder 
disease, thus leading to improper 
treatment or even to operation, 
which will be futile and perhaps 
dangerous, 


TT Re 

THE SYMPTOMS caused by in- 
flammation of the diaphragm in- 
clude pain on the affected side 
when the patient breathes in. 
There are some lessening of the 
movement of the lower part of the 
chest, jerky spasms of the rib 
edge when the patient breathes in, 
and pain in the shoulder. In some 
cases there is also some stiffness 
and pain in the right upper part 
of the abdomen, When the pa- 
tient is examined by X-ray it 
shows that the diaphragm on one 
side is raised and is either partly 
or completely immovable. 

According to Dr. Minas Joan- 
nides of Chicago, inflammation of 
the diaphragm may follow a cold 
or a severe chill, It starts sudden- 
ly with a great deal of pain, fever 
and rapid pulse. The severity of 
the symptoms varies to a great ex- 
tent. If there is some lung in- 
flammation present there may be 
some fluid in the lung. There is 
danger that the infection may 
spread into the liver tissue, caus- 
ing an abscess. The less severe 
attacks clear up within a few days 
but may recur with changes in 
temperature and especially when 
the air is humid.

AS THE CONDITION begins to 
clear up, the movement of the dia- 
phragm is resumed. The damaged 
muscle fibers in the diaphragm 
are replaced by scar tissue. 

After complete healing it is 
often found that the affected part 
of the diaphragm has become flat- 
tened instead of being arched. 

As a general rule, inflammation 
of the diaphragm is not a difficult 
one to diagnose if careful X-ray 
examinations are made, Insofar 
as treatment is concerned, all ef- 
forts should be made to overcome 
the infection by rest in bed and 


.the use of the sulfonamide drugs 


and penicillin if they are indi- 
cated. Preparations may also be 
administered to relieve the pain. 

Pains in the chest may be pro- 
duced by many disorders and in 
every instance a careful study by 
the physician is important,

THE “PIT.” 


“Why,” a reader inquires, “do 
we call the second gallery or the 
highest tiers in a theater the 
‘pit’?” Let us begin at the be- 


ginning. “Pit” is Old English, 
probably of Teutonic derivation, 
and it meant originally a hole or 
cavity in the ground. 

A thousand years ago and more 
we find “pit” used for a well or 
water-hole. Soon it described an 
excavation made in digging for 
a mineral deposit, usually pre- 
ceded by a qualifying word— 
chalk, clay, coal, gravel and the 
like. 

“Pit” was also used of a hole 
in the ground made for storing 
edible roots; for an underground 
chamber used for a dungeon; for 
a trap for wild beasts, dug below 
the surface of the earth, or for a 
hole in the ground in which ani- 
mals were set to fight for human 
sport. 

In the middle of the 17th cen- 
tury “pit” was applied to that part 
of the auditorium of a theater 
located on the floor of the house, 
below the stage. Here is was that 


cock fights were staged, the area, 
in fact, being first called the cock- 
pit, later abbreviated to “pit.” 

In those days the pit of the 
theater was allocated to the low- 
paying patrons. As the pit’s en- 
vironment, furnishings and view 
were improved, the low-priced 
accommodations were relegated to 
the upper regions of the theater, 
the name “pit” being transferred 
at the same time or in some cases, 
only gradually. Hence “pit,” a 
word first meaning a hole in the 
ground, for the uppermost tiers 
of a playhouse!

South’s bidding, though entirely 
correct, was pretty easy because 
of his holding. North, on the other 
hand, had to solve many proDiems, 
The first arose when South’s two 
club takeout came around. At this 
point a simple club raise was per- 
suasive, but North did not like 
that action, realizing that if South 
had a perfectly normal hand, with 
a good club suit and the sketchiest 
of stoppers in spades and-or 
hearts, he would make a atab at 
three no trump, since he would 
expect greater top card values in 
the North hand. Thus, though it 
is usually a bridge crime to rebid 
a four-card suit, North chose that 
rebid rather than the more mis- 
leading club raise. North reasoned 
that there was not any great dan- 
ger in rebidding a minor suit, be- 
cause South would not support it 
strongly except with a very good 
hand. 

It was only after South had re- 
vealed his distribution, first by 
bidding a minor, then by bidding 
and rebidding spades, that North 
got the proper picture of his 
partner’s hand. Now South’s 
failure to jump on the first round 
took on an encouraging rather 
than a discouraging aspect. It 
was perfectly obvious that that 
failure was attributable to a lack 
of fit, which, from North's point 
of view was all the better, since 
he himself had very little in his 
own suit. It now appeared ex- 
tremely probable that South 
would be able to use the ace-king 
of hearts far better than high 
cards in diamonds. Even if he 
had a singleton diamond, the op- 
ponents might well open hearts 
and give him a chance to discard 
it. 

On all these considerations, and 
on the good fit that he could now 
see, North bid the slam, even 
though his original bid had been 
an irreducible minimum,
